‘Must be Punished—A War Ves- 
sel Will Enforce the 
Demand.

’ CHICAGO, March 2.—The Tribune has 
the following Washington dispatch: The 
United States: has determined that Hon- 
duras must comply with their demands 
for the punishment of the murder of an 
American citizen. Diplomatic means hav- 
ing failed the cruiser Montgomery has left 
Mobile, Ala., for Trujillo to see if the 
presence of an American man-of-war will 
not have a wholesome effect upon the 
‘Honduran authorities. 

“The instructions to the commander of 
the ship are that he‘shall thoroughly in-* 
vestigate the matter and shall assist the 
American Minister to the republic, Pierce 
M. B. Young, in obtaining the prosecution 
of the offenders. The story of the mur- 
der of an American in Honduras, as told 
by the diplomatic correspondence on the 
subject, is unusually interesting. Some 
years ago Charles W. Renton, an Amer- 
ican, purchased an estate near Brewer's 
Lagoon, Honduras, and a short distance 
from Trujillo, and lived there until March, 
1894, when Mr. Renton was set upon by a 
number of negroes and killed. Mrs. Ren- 
ton informed the Honduran authorities 


‘of the facts in the ease and waited for 


them to arrest and punish the offenders. 


‘Patience finally ceased to be a virtue. 


She thereupon. wrote, to Secretary Gre- 
sham, and substantiated her statements 
by affidavits of a number of near-by resi- 
dents. and witnesses of the murder. 

Through Minister Young Secretary Gre- 
sham made: representations to the Hon- 
duran government that the murder of Mr. 
Renton should be: punished. Honduras 
has diplomatically evaded the demands of 
the United Statés and“the authorities’ 
have come to the conclusion that it is 
about time for the United States to look 
into the matter.

So far as can be as- 
certained, all the killed and wounded are 
of the lower clees. No persons of any 
prominence, any foreigners, were in 
the accident. “The engineer im- 
mediately disappeared, but was afterward 
captured at Chalco. He, as well as the 
conductor and other trainmen, are held as 
prisoners, pending the official investigation. 
A number of the wounded cannot possibly 


live.

‘Will Coffee Grow in California? No. 
[Written for The Times] 


Ralph Waldo Emerson said he expected 
to hear some morning that the Victoria Re- 
gia lily grew on Walden Pond, in Massa- 
chusetts, and that Thoreau had discovered 
it. Our Mr, Sturtevant, an authority, both 
in America and Europe, on the whole illy 
family, has grown and does grow, the Vic- 
toria Regia, African, Asiatic and other 
lilies out here near Hollywood and in Bor- 
dentown, N. J:, but it is at infinite pains 
that some of the nympheacae are culti- 
vated outside of their native haunts and 
habitats—the rivers Amazon, Nile, Ganges, 
etc. As to coffee, a few plants can 
grown as a matter of curiosity in various 
sheltered parts of California, but the man 
that goes in for planting coffee trees as a 
commercial speculation would be even 
worse off than the man who attempts to 
grow the true capava and endeavors to 
make tapioca in California. The coffee 
plant or tree (it is a very small tree— 
“bush” is a better name) is almost wholly 
intertropical. While I have visited three 
continents and a good many islands on 
our globe, I have never but once seen cof- 
fee cultivated for consumption outside of 
the tropics; that was in the Brazilian 
State of Santa Catharina, at a place called 
San Francisco do Sul.. [It was exactly in 
the latitude (south) of 26 deg., i. ¢., only 
38% deg. from the Tropie of Capricorn, 
while the most southern part of Southe:n 
California is about 10 deg. north of the 
Tropic of Cancer in a region where cold 
(notwithstanding the statements of our 
Bay’nclimate brethren) is much more se- 
verely felt than in the Brazilian State of 
Santa Catharina. If any one takes a map 
and studies up the commercially produc- 
tive coffee-bearing lands of the world, he 
will find thém wholly intertropical. The 
coffee tree is not, as is often supposed, a 
native of Arabia, but its home is Abys- 
sinja, and pafticiilarly from that part 
known in ancient times as the province 
or district of Kaffa; hence the name of 
the beverage berry. t me right here say 
that it is entirely e eous to say “coffee 
bean.” Coffee plants are to this day found 
Browing as far south in Africa as the 
source of the White Nile. From Abys- 
sinia it was taken over to that most south- 
ern hot and dry part of the Arabian penin- 
sula formerly known as the Kingdom of 
Yemen, whose poft of embarkation is 
Mocha, which is considered, with Aden 
(seventy miles from Mocha,) the Malabsr 
coast, and Fresno, Cal., (in August) to be 
among the hotted places in the world. If 
Fresno could keep up her August and July 
heat all the year round it would be the 
center of a most productive coffee regiun, 
but, alas, when the days of December and 
January come, then is the glorious coffee 
summer of Fresno made a winter of -dis- 
content. 

Look the world “and you find the 
coffee-bearing region8 of Asia, Africa, 
America and the isles cf the various seas 
to be inter-tropical. So that when some 
“gentleman from Guatemala, who visited 
this section (Southern California) three 
years ago for the purpose of investigating 
the posstbilities of coffee culture, and was 
of the opinion that it could be made a suc- 
cess,”” (I quote from The Times of the 
16th,) you may rest assured that there 
is ‘‘a nigger in the woodpile’’ somewhere. 
I fancy I can see the Ethiopian in the 
proposition “to take stock in a company 
for the purpose of starting a piantation,”’ 
and naming as the “location” for this 
experiment, “‘Riverside county, at a point 
between Perris and San  Bernardino,”’ 
where, goodly as the land is, every denizen 
of that region can testify to frosts that 
sometimes kill the orange—a plant a hun- 
dredfold more hardy than the coffee. Very 
beautiful—on paper—are the “‘figures’”’ fur- 
ntshed by this same gentleman “‘in regard 
to the expense and income from 2 forty- 
acre plantation.’ Yes, it would be fine to 
produce from 80,000 plants, $20,009 the 
first year, i. e., if people would be fcols 
enough buy these plants for planting 
in Sout California. I take that gentle- 
man’s estimate of ‘80,000 sprouts per 
year,” from two-acre nursery,’’ and 
‘‘worth 25 cents each’”’ sprout. Ten thou- 
sand dollars an acre is a pretty good in- 
vestment! In Brazil, during my residence 
and travel, goimg over a period of eight 
years or more, I gave a g@od deal of at- 
tention to this subject of growing coffee, 
having visited the largest planta- 
tions in the three greatest coffee-growing 
states of Brazil—the most productive re- 
gion of coffee in the world, and I found 
that each plantation produced, from the 
seed, the young plants needed at the cost 
of about 5 plants for 1 cent. I found tbat 
in the State of Santa Paula and the most 
fertile portion of the State of Minas Geraes 
every 1000 trees yielded from 2560 pounds 
to 3200 pounds; in the State of Rio de 
Janeiro the average range of production 
per 1000 trees would be from 1600 to 2560 
pounds, and I was informed by Senor 
Verqueiro that in some exceptional parts 
of the State of Santa Paula, as high as 
6400 pounds had been gathered from 1000 
trees. If the little plants are most care- 
fully taken from a nursery with balls of 
earth around the roots, and with great 
care planted, they will give a crop in two 
years; if the little plants are carelessly 
detached from the earth, and then set out 
they will not bear fruit for three years. 
The coffee trees are planted in Brazil from 
six to eight feet apart, so that one can 
easily estimate how many can grow on one 
acre. As a general thing the trees are 
not allowed to surpass ten feet in beight. 
Two-thirds of the coffee cf the world 
comes from Brazil. The terms “Java” 
and ‘“‘Mocha”’ are now commercial terms,for 
Brazil since 1867, beginning with the sec- 
ond World’s Exposition in Paris, through 
every world’s fair. since, has taken the 
first. prize for “Mocha” and “Java,” over 
the products of Yemen and of Java. 

I am delighted to see every experiment 
in agricutlure, horticulture and arboricul< 
ture that will benefit California, but 
I do not want to see_our people taken in 
by any experiments at great cost that’ will 
end in disappointment and failure. If any 
“gentleman from Guatemala” should visit 
California in summer time and make his: 
calculations on that basis, he would be 
right in regard to the degree of heat re- 
quired for coffee ing, but if h® were 
a wise man, and an honest man, he would 
make no proposition to be at an expense 
of $33,400 in five years’ cultivation of “‘a 
forty-two-acre coffee plantation,” unless 
he had first spent a winter here. There 
are enough and to spare of sky-rocket 
speculations im California; let not that of. 
attempting to raise coffee in our climate 


to the list.

SOME COLD WINTERS, 


Blizzards ‘and Cold Waves During 
Fourteen Hundred Years. 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) 
Charies H. Lawson keeps a 
gscrap-book, which, among other records, 
contains the following on cold winters 
in this country and in Europe. The in- 
formation was obtained from records of 
the St. Louis Cathedral over forty years 
ago. In the yéar 408 the Black Sea was 
frozen over. In 781 the. Black Sea and 
Strahts of Dardenelies were frozen. In $02 
the Danube and Elbe were frozen over 
and bore heavy teams for a month. In 
860 the Adriatic Sea was frozen. In 991 
general freezes occurred all over Europe. 
Crops failed the following season, and 
famine and pestilence closed the year. 
In 1067 tfaveler# were frozen on the 
roads in nearly all sections of Europe. 
In 1133 the River Po was frozen from 
Cremona to the sea, wine casks burst 
and trees wére split by the frost. In 1280 
the Danube was frozen to the bottom. 
In 1468 the wines furnished to the soldters 
in the army of Fianders were frozen 
and had to be cut with hatchets. In 1684 
the ice was eleven inches thick on the 
Thames River, and coaches drove across 
on the ice. In 1744 booths were erected 
on the ice of the Thames River, in which 
fairs were held. In 1744 and 1746 the 
strongest ale, Whér exposed fifteen min- 
utes, was covered with ice one-eighth of 
an inch thick. Like events ocourred on 


The sate records contain entries of 
floods in the Miesiesippi at St. Louis, the 
first being made in 1718 by Francis Xavier 
Martin, but height is not given.

A Tooth for a Tooth. 


(Harper’s Bazar:) Perhaps no profes- 
sion has made more progress in the last 
thirty years- tham dentistry has done. 
Half a century ago dentistry, as a sepa- 
rate branch of the medical profession, 
was but little known, and dentists were 
but very. few, even in the great cities. 
The regular physician pulled the aching 
tooth, and we have ever seen a case 
where he filled it, and the filling, owing to 
the healthy character of the bone, possibly, 
remained in that tooth for all of a long 
lifetime. At that period the dentist 
traveled about from one ttown to an- 
other through a wide district, and people 
who availed themselves of his services 
were thought to be rather fantastical, 
and foolish and extravagant as well. In 
a case where new front teeth were wanted 
the old tocth was eawed off and the 
nerve was destroyed with hot irons end 
fmfinite torture, im order that a new tooth 
might be driven in on a wooden peg, 
a tooth that was a perpetual trouble and 
never permanent. A tooth that 
filling, when filling came to be known, 
as often dropped out as it staid in. Now, 
on the contrary, if the tooth must be 
parted with, there are eo many ways of 
evading the pain that, had they existed 
in the old time, Isaac of York might 
have kept his money, and the anodynes 
are so used that the patient is conscious 
and sees the whole operation and suffers 
nothing aj all. But no tooth is taken out 
now that can possibly be kept in. If a 
nerve must be killed it is usually killed 
painlessly, and the tooth that ome could 
not bear permanent and solid filling is 
treated till ft is able to do so. Even 
when the tooth is so nearly gom: that re- 
taining poims for the filling are not to 
be had, tiny gold screws can be inserted 
whose heads answer for the points, a fine 
gold wire can hold the fragile sections 
together and be built about, and ano- 
dynes have been found that can be in- 
jected into the gum or applied to it 
and do away with much of the pain once 
attending a bad excavation or a tender 
filling. 8 are made so artistically, 
too, as almost to be beautiful in them- 
selves; and ft is even possible, in case of 
a cavity: op the front surface of a tooth, 
to insert a bit of enamel so delicately 
that even the cracks cannot be discerned.

THE SPIRIT OF POESY: 


THE TRIAL OP

On Fort Hill in Los Angeles is an 
old graveyard. . From one corner has been 
carved the High-school grounds, in the’ 
northeastern portion a street is being 
bodily ‘removed, so to speak, and soon the 
remnants of the dead must give way that 
. the living may occupy the coveted ground. 
On the white-painted board archway is 
a legend now partially ‘effaced, ‘Hearse 
and. two carriages only allowed inside the 
cemetery.” From the arch leads a drive- 
way lined on either side with pepper 
trees, and here and there upon the left. 
as you enter are built up brick inclosures 
filled with soil to a depth of a foot or 
more. Some of the walls are capped with 
boards, and in many places the roots of 
growing trees have raised thé wall, curv- 
ing its top into fanciful. lines. Scattered 
about are funereal shrubs, the cypress be- 
ing predominant; tangled. and neglected 
vines and bushes half obscure and half re- 
veal the grave-stones, some of which are 
pretentious shafts, while others are plain 
slabs, once white, but now gray with 
age and mold. 

On the northeastern side the hill has 
been cut away forming two immense steps, 
and from ‘the brink a magnificent view is, 
spread before the eye. Beneath, ahd so 
near you cap almost drop a rock upon the | 
roofs of the ancient adobes, is the old 
Spanish part of the city; across the river, 
the Bast Side, and in the distance a per- 
spective of mountains ending with snow- 
capped’ Mt. San Bernardino and Mt. San 
Gorgonio one hundred miles away. 

As one who has withdrawn from his 
companions to meditate. Mt. San Jacinto 
stands alone, over one hundred and twenty 
miles distant, but on clear days with lines 
so distinct and sharp cut the eye declares 
the surveyor at fault. 

The magnificent view from the hills 
causes me to take my way to and from the 
city through the old graveyard, and 
thereby I one night encountered a most 
peculiar experience. Perchance you will 
remember scarce three weeks ago the 
moon was rapidly nearing the full, and 
although the night of which I speak’ was 


been called to the office out of my usual 
custom, and when returning home through 
the old graveyard I sat down upon the 
edge of one of the grass-grown inclosures 
to rest and enjoy the weird misty scene.

There is no change in the passenger 
situation so far as the rate-cutting is con- 
cerned, but a great amount of talk fs be- 
iz ‘indulged in, on dispatches pur- 
porting to emanate from Chicago, but that 
have not come over the wires of the Asso- 
ci Press. Inasmuch as the Texas Pa- 
cific has repudiated the charge that it cut 
the second-class rate and the Chicago and 
Alton, also, has denied that it was party 
to any such action, the onus of the cut in 
second-class rates is being thrown upon the 
Santa Fe. It is charged against that cor- 
poration that in persisting in maintaining 
the cut rate in face of the ruling of Chair- 
man Caldwell, a heavy blow has been 
struck at the Western Trunk Line Passen- 
xer Committee. Further allegations are 
also being made in this city to the ef- 
fect that the Santa Fe and Southern Pa- 
cific have agreed to disagree and ‘that a 

| war in west-bound rates between the two 
companies is imminent. Inasmuch as these 
latter reports are devoid of even a sem- 
blance of truth they may be dismissed 
consideration. The telegraphic dispatches, 
however, upon which local ingenuity is 
being expended to still further distort the 
situation, betray a total ignorance of the 
facts that led to the cut in the second-class 
rate by the Santa Fe and of the terms of 
the agreement by which all the committee 

lines are bound.

sufficient to warrant the step taken. That 
presumption must stand in favor ofthe 
company until Judge Caldwell rutes other- 
wise, and despite representations to the 
contrary the chairman of the Passenger 
Committee at Chicago has not yet passed 
upon the evidence submitted? to him.

A MYSTERIOUS LEG. 


CASE OF CARELESS DISPOSAL OF 
HUMAN REMAINS: 


The Ghastly Discovery Made in the 
. Rear of a House on South 
Broadway Yesterday 
Morning. 


A ghastly discovery was made yesterday 
morning in the rear of No. 929 South 
Broadway, the find being the lower part of 
a human leg. 

Mrs. Moore, who has eharge of the house 
had noticed for three or four weeks past 
_a peculiar odor from the back yard ana 
yesterday morning had some one start to 
gather up the rubbish that had accumu- 
lated there, preparatory to burning it. 

While this was being done a bundle of 
peculiar appearance was found and Mrs. 
Moore proceeded to investigate its con- 
tents. Paper after paper was unrolled and 
a number of strings with which the bun- 
dle was tied were broken. — 

After tearing off the wrappings, among 
which was a Christmas number of the La- 
dies’ Home Journal for 1893, the bundle 
was found to contain a human leg—or a 
‘part of one—which was much decomposed. 

The size and form of the foot made it 
apparent that it was that of a woman. The 
matter was reported to the Health Officer 
and also to the Coroner, both of whom had 
the discovery investigated later in the day. 

The place was visited in the afternoon 
by Coroner Campbell, two sanitary in- 
‘spectors and a Times reporter. The most 
of the flesh had by that time parted from 
the bones and it was very difficult to ob- 
tain any evidence as to how the thing came 
to be where it was or from whence it had 
been brought. 

The leg had been disjointed at the knee, 
but whether by amputation from a living 
woman or dissection from a dead one there 
appeared to be no way of ascertaining. 

Coroner Campbell examined the wrap- 
pings that had been found about the leg, 
but could find no names written or other 
evidence that would aid in revealing the 
identity of the person who had been so 
careless with the disposal pf human re- 
mains. i 

There seemed to be no satisfactory the- 
ory to account for the matter. A surgeon 
who had amputated a leg would not he 
likely to allow it ‘to be disposed of in such 
@ manner and a medical student would 
probably regard it as too valuable to be 
thrown about in such a way. 

The theory of murder seemed impracti- 
cable, although not impossible. Such a 
theory would, however, involve the leay- 
ing of other parts'of a body at other places 
and it would be hardly probable a part-of 
a body would be thrown into such a place 
instead of being put where it would not 
be discovered. 

Coroner Campbell ordered the leg taken 
to an undertaking establishment and if no 
further discoveries are developed in con- 
nection with it, the thing will probably be 
buried. . 

A physician familiar with cases of ampu-. 
tation stated to a reporter that the dispo- 
sition of a leg or arm that has been ampu- 
tated is usually a matter to be attended } 
to by the family of the person operated 
on. A practicing surgeon would not under 
ordinary circumstances care to take the. 
trouble to prepare a single Mmb for pres- 
ervation. It is customary to have the am- 
putated member buried. : 

A singular feature of the case is the 
fact that another human foot was found 
in the rear of the same house two or three 
months ago. It was buried, but was dug 
up by animals and more or less carried.

Semi-Tropic, Duarte and Sap Ber- 
nardino took upon themselves the kindly 
task of compensating the youngsters for 
their self-denial in feasting their vision 
alone upon the tempting display spread out 
before them. and distributed the golden 
fruit in generous measure to the delighted 
children. 
. Orange county was especially generous, 
* and emotted five or six boxes for the ben- 
efit of the ever-hungry representatives of 
the rising generation; the young superin- 
tendent of the exhibit doubtless remem- 
bering the days when he was himself a 
small boy with an unlimited Capacity for 
oranges. 
Every day shows some new feature in 
the exhibits. One of the most striking 
additions to the show is a small! table near’ 
the A.G.C., where an odd display is made 
of fruits and vegetables evaporated into 
dainty little chips, which are put up for 
use in the neatest of packages. By a new 
and ingenious process all the water is 
removed from the vegetables without injur- 
ine their strength or flavor, and by soaking 
in cold water for a few hours they have 
all the appearance of vegtables fresh from 
the garden. The process is said to be 
simple and inexpensive, and only o¢cupies 
from two to ten hours according to the 
amount of moisture to be extracted.

The jars 
of crystallized orange and lemon peel, and 
of citron are some of the handsomest 
shown; and the jellies, syrups, cordials 
and marmalades make the spectator feel 
uncommonly hungry. This table also 
shows many tempting plates of guavas; 
the exhibit of R. S. Harris from the 
“guava belt” in San Diego; and several 
boxes of prize raisins from El Cajon. F. 
A. Kimball’s display of olive oil is excep- 
tionally fine; and its appearance fully bears 
out the claim of absolute purity made for 
it. Mr. Kimball has also some delicious 
pickled olives on exhibition, and is evi- 
dently a master in the art of handling the 
fruit. 

Pomona has acted wisely in putting lit- 
tle signs to indicate the several varieties 
of oranges which form the different letters 
of her name, as much curiosity was felt 
upon the subject. The display of this 
locality continues to be one of the chief 
attractions of the fair, and both Mr. New- 
ell and his able young assistant, B. Eno, 
have all they can do to attend to the eager 
inauirers. Mr. Eno was largely concerned 
in the decoration of the beautiful table, and 
now makes an excellent superintendent of 
the exhibit. understanding thoroughly as 
he does, the exact way in which this ex- 
auisite fruit was brought to its present 
state of perfection, and being always pleas- 
antlv ready to give any explanation in his 
power. 

Of great interest to students of chem- 
istry is the space allotted to S. M. Wood- 
bridge, where a large central jar of badly- 
decayed limes is flanked by samples of the 


wonderful products made from these unin- 


viting-looking specimens. Citric acid, in all 
its stages. is shown here, and the products 
of the flesh fruit are given in dainty bot- 
tles of fruit oils, syrups, etc. Orange vine- 
gar is disf#nctly new, as is also the oil of 
tangerines. Another novelty is a jar of 
dried olives, odd in taste, but very good; 
and likely to be as great a relish as the 
pickled fruit. 

A bunch of Chinese oranges is a curios- 
ity. They are shown by J. M. Clippinger 
of Tropico, and look like huge, coarse- 
skinned pears of a dingy lemon 


from China’s warlike little neighbor, Ja- 
pan, which hangs near by, and is the 
display of J. C. Sherer of Verdugo. 

Among the fruit clusters shown, San 
Fernando has a compact little mass of St. 
Michaels almost like a bunch of grapes, 
and the four pomelos which crown the 
central terrace of the semi-tropical table, 
grow firmly together upon #ne stem.

Floats shall not exceed nineteen feet in 
the main body or construction. Bight feet 
six inehes shall be the maximum width. 
No float shall carry signs painted, at- 
‘tached or constructed in the same, which 
shall exceed in dimensions one foot in 
width by six feet long. This sign must 
positively contain all the advertising, name 
and address. This sign shall appear but 
once on each side of the float. 

Alll floats must be provided with gentle 
horses; all horses must be led by one at- 
tendant at each hhorse’s head. Horses are 
to be provided by the owner of the float 
unless otherwise ordered. 
The Artistic Committee reserves the 
right to reject any float for improper con- 
struction or unsatisfactory character, re- 
jection to be without appeal save to the 
director-general. 

Provision should be made for satis- 
factory fllumiination of such floats as ap- 
pear in night parades. ree 
Permits to enter the floats in any para 
must be obtained before the opening date 
of the fiesta; such permits to be signed by 
two members of the Artistic Committee.

Cellmate—Rescued Just 
in Time. 


disturbance in a cell at the end of the 
lower tank at the County: Jail called a 
trusty to the epot and what he saw and 
heard not only caused his hair to rise on 
end, but his tongue to cleave to the roof 
of his mouth. For a moment he gazed at 
the scene and then yelled help. Ells- 
worth Myers had a rope around ~ Daniel 
Ross’s neck, and Ross’s purple face and 
protruding tongue as he hung against the 
bars of the cage told the story. 
The crazy Myers, with widely distended 
eyes and gleaming teeth was pulling away 
with all his strength and flercely hissing 
into the dying man’s ear all the wild 
thoughts that flooded his mind. 
“Say your prayers, —— —— you, and 
say ‘em quick! Say your prayers, you 
you now! I’ve got you now! Now you'll 
die and the devils will eat you in hell! 
Ha! tha! ha! ha! die, ——you, die!” . 
eepers and trusties wer pouring. into 
the cell by this timé and with a snarl of 
rage Myers left his victim to fight them 
off. He swore and raved and fought sav- 
agely, but to no purpose. They bore him 
down and bound him tightly. A stroke 
of the knife and Ross fell limp and Iife- 
less to the floor while his would-be mur- 
derer was borne shrieking and cursing, 
despite his struggles and cast intu the 
padded cell—the “bughouse.” There he 
was confined and he vented his rage on 
the padding of the walls, and when any 
one approached he tried in every way to 
reach him, if not with his hands and 
teeth, with his ever-ready shoe. 
Ross was slowly brought to cons¢ious- 
ness, but either from fright or his own 
slight insanity he was unable to tell the 
story. The correct theory is that after the 
two\men were put in the cell after dinner 
Ross went immediately to sleep while 
Myers steathily ripped up the canvas 
bunk, and after making the rope of the 
strips, slipped it over the unconscious 
man’s head, and before the latter could 
regain his senses, had. him pulled up 
against the bars of the cage, through 
which he had run the rope, too weak to 
resist or cry out. It was Ross's dying, 
gurgling in his throat that attracted the 
attention of Gus Allgan, the trusty. 
Ross was sent up from San Pedro Febru- 
ary 28 to serve ten days for disturbing 
the peace. He had been suspected of being 
simple or stigutly insane himself and pre- 
cautions were taken to guard against any 
violence from him. He has been fairly 
quiet so was placed in the cell with 
Myers, as the latter was § to have 
recovered from his outburst of a few days 
previous.

At the Courthouse yesterday Judge Smith 
>romptly dented the motion for a new trial. 
in the Van Sciever case, and sentenced the 
defendant to San Quentin for five years.: 
Among other matters disposed of in the 
Criminal Court were the conviction of 
Atwell, the Acton rape fiend, and the sen- 
tencing of Davenport to the penitentiary 
for three years. All the civil courts were 
in session, the most important matter 
considered being the hearing by Judge

THE PASADENA RAILWAY CASES. 


In Dep ent Five yesterday the cases 
os nnaehe Morgan et al., and the People, 
L. P. Hansen Vs. the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company et al., two 
actidns by which it is sought to prevent 
the defendant corporation from building 
its track upon certain streets in the city 


} of Pasadena, came up for hearing before 


Judge Shaw on demurrers, and occupied | 
his undivided attention all afternoon. 

The plaintiffs were represented by 
Knight, Simpson & Harpham while Bick- 
nell & Trask appeared on behalf of the, 
defendant corporation. 

The points presented in support of the 
demurrers were -identical with those 
argued before’ the same Judge recently 
when -the application for a writ of cer- 
tiorari was heard in connection with the 
same matter. - 

The main question involved is the de- 
termination of the validity of the action 
of the. City. Trustees of Pasadena in grant- 
ing the franchise to J. A. Muir which has 
recently been transferred to the Southern 
Pacific Company. 

Two reasons8 are assigned for the con- 
tention that said franchise is inoperative, 
illegal‘and void. The first is, that under 
the provisions of sec. 470 of the Civil Code, 
a two-thirds vote is required to grant a 
franchise, while this one was granted by 
a vote of 3 to 2.. The other, which is more 
important still, is that the franchise 
shows on its face that it is not such a 
franchise as is contemplated by the law 
of. 1893.. shall be open to free-public com- 
petiton, since its sixth section declares 
that the road for which it is granted shall 
be part of the Southern Pacific system. 
The Board of Trustees having no power 
or authority to grant such a franchise it 
is contended 

The’ defendants on the other hand in- 
sist that the law of 1893 was repealed by 
implication by that of 1895, and relying 
upon the ruling of the Supreme Court in 
the Santa Ana and Westminster street- 
railway case, rest on their oars while their 
opponents struggle against the current. 

At the close of the arguments the mat- 
ter was submitted to the court for de 
cision and taken under advisement.

WHITTIER ON W. D. HOWELLS. 


THE QUAKER POET COULD BE 
CAUSTIC ON OCCASION, 


How He Rebuked the Mawkish Sym- 
pathy of the "My Literary Pas- 
sions”? Writer with the 
Chicago Anarchists. 


LOS ANGELES, March 2, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I sympathize very 
much with the brief editorial remarks of 
The Times concerning the “boss” egotist 
of the day, W. D. Howells. Mr. Howells 
has done good work, especially in his notes 
on foreign travel and his books concerning 
his residence in Italy in general, Venice 
in particular. Some of his parlor plays 
are full of life and brightness. But his 
novels for the last ten years—and I have 
read them, or rather plodded through them 
all—are about as dreary reading as one can 
find. Yet so big is the ‘‘ego” in this over- 
rated man that he criticises the methéds 
of such novelists as Thackeray, Dickens 
and Charles Reade, and holds up to the 
world as superior to those giants 
such a model as his contemporary 
and friend, the American-born En- 
glishman, Henry James. I have read 
all his papers in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, entitled ‘‘My Literary Passions.” 
It is possible they were written ‘“‘to order,” 
and therefore he has that much of an ex- 
cuse for inflicting his views upon the 
world, which he seems to think is awaiting 
his opinion. I doubt if Mr. Howells knows 
how much he is wrapped up in himself. 
In his last and final lucubration in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, there are, “if you 
take out the head and tail pieces, about 
two and a half columns of solid . matter, 
containing 369 lines. In those lines there 
are no less than 123 times that you find 
“1,” (W. D. “me,” “my” and “my- 
self,” i. e., the ego is to be found in every 
threa lines. 

I have just been reading Samuel T. Pick- 
ard’s very interesting ‘‘Life and Letters” 
of the poet Whittier, and I find that Will- 
iam Dean Howells figures as a sympathizer 
(for that is the plain, unvarnished English 
of it) with the Chicago Anarchists, and re- 
ceived in the most polite and Quakerly 
day a fitting rebuke from Whittier, 
which the after-frieudly correspondence on 
the subject between the two authors does 
hot seem to me to relieve, in a very great 
degree, W. D. H., who was worried over 
Whittier’s views of W. D. H.’s part, which# 
got into the New York Tribune. Pickard, 
in his life of the poet, says: “In 1888 Mr. 
Whittier was asked to join W. D. How- 
ells and others in petitioning the Governor 
of ‘Illinois for a commutation of the sen- 
tences of the Chicago Anarchists who had 

condemned to death. He (W.) replied 
that he had always opposed capital punish- 
ment and wished that some other way 
had been taken to satisfy the demands 
of justice; but he was not dis- 
posed to interfere in behalf of 
these criminals in preference to other 
murderers less dangerous to the com- 
munity than they. This incident was re- 
lated by a writer in the New York Tri- 
bune, who reported a conversation with 
Mr. Whittier in a manner that seemed 
hardly fair to Mr. Howells.” 

Mr. Howells having read this, wrote a 
friendly letter to Whittier about it, and 
on the 19th of December, 1888, Whittier 
replied, stating in substance that he did 
not have the Tribune before him, but 
said: “I see that I should have stated so 
clearly that I could not be misunderstood 
the facts of the case,”’ etc. Then the Quaker 
poet goes on to say in his own peculiar 
Style of the second person singular: ‘‘I 
was asked to join thee in petitioning the 
Governor of Illinois to commute the sen- 
tence of the Anarchists. I think thee 
Stated that thee thought they had not had 
a fair trial, and that this induced thee to 
urge the petition. In conversing with the 
writer of the letter I think I said that I 
supposed thee thought that the extreme 
penalty of death might cause the victims 
to be regarded as martyrs; and I mentioned 
that thy interest in Count Tolstoi’s non- 
resistence views may have influenced thee. 
The writer of the Tribune letter is a 
truthful and honorable gentleman, and 
if his version of the matter is incorrect 
it is doubtless owing to a lack of explicit- 
hess on my part in a desultory conversa- 
tion.”” Whittier then says that his and 
Mr. Howell's “‘relations as authors had 
been too intimate to allow me to even un- 
intentionally misrepresent thee. I would 
be the last person to believe that the 
crime charged upon the accused persons 
is less detestable and awful to thee than 
to myself.”’ 

In all of which one can read between 
the lines that Whittier, while sorry to 
have hurt W. D. Howells’s feelings still 
maintains that the awfulness and detesta- 
bility of the crimes of the Anarchists 
were such as to call for no mawkish and 
misplaced sympathy in the matter. This 
stand of Whittier’s was more than once 
hinted at in 1888, but it is now for the 
first time clearly set before the public.

LEAGUE BEING ORGANIZED. 


Shipments of Eggs to Eastern Mar- 
kete—Burglars After Sugar— 
Experiences of Hunters. 
Personal Mention: 


SANTA ANA, March 2.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) For some time past there has 
been in course of incubation in this lo- 
cality the Orange County Christian Citi- 
zenship League. The organization has 
now developed sufficiently to begin the 
consideration of a suitable constitution 
upon which and from which to base its 
work. As a result of due deliberation by 
a committee the following is submitted 
for the consideration of the members of- 
the organization, who number many 
throughout the entire county: 

“The object of this league shall be to 
promote good citizenship by elevating the 
moral standard of politics, by eneouraging 
the study of civics, attaining a more 
thorough knowledge of our municipal, 
county, State and national government, 
and a more thorough and active partici- 
pation at the primaries and ballotbox, 
whereby only efficient, honest and- hon- 
orable men shall be elected to office, just 
and moral laws shall be enacted, needed 
reforms shall be brought about, and the 
social, intellectual and spiritual interests 
of the community shall be fostered and 
developed. 

“‘Any person of the age of not less than 
15 years, and éf/ good moral charactér, is 
eligible to membership upon the recom- 
mendation of two members of the league. 

The by-laws provide for a full set of 
officers. Committees for all work of this 
league shall be a Christian Citizenship, a 
Brotherhood, and a Temperance Commit- 
tee, whose duties shall be prescribed by 
the by-laws. The league shall seek to co- 
operate with similar organizations through- 
out the county and State to carry out more 
effectually the plans for which it is or- 
ganized.” 

SHIPPING EGGS BAST. 

There is perhaps pot a county in all 
Calfornia that produces more eggs than 
Orange county, even though it is many 
times less in area than any of the other 
counties in the State. Los Angeles and 
other, cities in Southern California draw 
their supply of this product largely from 
Orange county and yet carload after car- 
load is shipped to San Francisco, Port- 
land and way stations. In addition to all 
this shipments. are beginning to be made 
to Eastern points. This fact is particu- 
larly gratifying when it is remembered 
that it was only a‘few years ago when this 
portion of the country was dependent al- 
most wholly upoh shipments from the 
East for a supply of this product. 2 

In speaking of shipping eggs from Cali- 
fornia to Eastern points the Fullerton Tri- 
bune of recent date says: ‘“‘Sending eggs 
from California to the East may strike 
any one as a queer proceeding, but in mid- 
winter the business ought to pay. When 
the winter ‘season is severe in the East 
hens will not lay, and eggs advance in 
price so that they may be shipped from 
here with profit.- There .is no question 
that this industry, like ‘the raising of 
early vegetables, can be wonderfully de- 
veloped. especially in Southern California. 
There is more money in early vegetables 
than in most fruits, ,. few “except Ital- 
ians and Chinésé appear to have discov- 
ered it.’’

THE PERPLEXING WATER QUES- 
TION BUBBLES UP AGAIN . 


Pleasing Prosperity of Escondido— 
Shipping Notes—Mr. Dod- 
dridge Will not Give Up 
the Ship. 


SAN DIEGO, March 2.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The water question is the 
pressing question of the hour in San Diego 
county. For nearly a year the people have 
agitated the project of securing an abund- 
ant water'supply to be owned by the city 
of San Diego, and a distributing system 
for over 1000 inches of water. This agita- 
tion has resulted in the consideration of 
two plans, one submitted by the Mt. Te- 
carte Water Company and one by U. 8. 
Grant, Jr., and Jesse Grant. These propo- 
sitions are of especial importance because 
they embrace plans not only for supplying. 
this city with water and a distributing 
system, but also, as aseparate issue, aside 
from the city supply, these plans con- 
template. the irrigation of hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land which will be 
very productive fruit land when water 
is introduced upon it. The completion of 
either one of these water systems as 
contemplated will, according to estimates, 
involve the expenditure of several mill- 
ions of dollars. The city’s part of these 
plans ‘would cost $1,400,000. For months 
the Common Council of the dity has 
worked earnestly to formulate a plan 
whereby the voters would be enabled to 
vote upon the question of.bonding the city 
for $1,400,000, and thus encourage — the 
water promoters to go ahead and build 
one of. the systems proposed. Thus far, 
however, the Council has been unsuccess- 
ful in agreeing upon a contract. In fact 
at this moment it is generally believed 
that a future Council will thave to pass 
upon an @ Pian. One result of the 
year’s. agitation of the water question bas 
surely. been to awaken all property-owners 
to the realization of ‘tthe necessity of the 
speedy establishment of a water system. 
Conservative capitalists desirous of seeing 
newcomers settle here say that because of 
the non-settlement éf the irrigation ques- | 
tion by the city &t is fair to say that hun- 
dreds of would-be settlers have ‘hesitated 
to secure homes this winter in and about 
San Diego. Such a condition of things can- 
not last long. San Diego people are as en- 
ergetic as any on earth. They will in time 
learn to pull together in any judicious 
movement for promoting \the welfare of 
all. It is believed that the speedy settle- 
ment of the water question will do more. 
to advance San Diego’s prosperity than 
will ever the Nicaragua Canal or another 
transcontinental railroad.

THE HIGHBINDERS. 


WONG CHEE AND HIS HENCH- 
MEN IN COURT. 


They are Examined on the Charge of 
Murdering Lou Suey to Show © 
Who Fired the Fatal 
Pistol Shot. 


The examination of the Bing On Tong 
highbinders charged with the murder of 
little Lou Suey, a leader of the Hop Sing 
Tong, was resumed in Justice Morrison’s 
court at 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
and took up all the day's sesion. Wong 
Chuey, the alleged murderer; and Wong 
Chee and Wong Wing, the alleged ac- 
cessories, were in the dock and were repre- 
sented by Henry Gage, Esq., and George 
Phibbs, Esq., while the People were rep- 
resented by Deputy Dist.-Atty.. James and 
Horace Appel, Esq. | 

The proceedings were characterized by 
peppery tilts between counsel and some 
strong evidence that was brought against 
the defendants. Officer J. W. Blackburn 
was the first witness examined, and as he 
was within thirty fee: of the murderer 
when he fired,-and caught him red-handed, 
his testimony was especially valuable. He 
was standing on the corner of Alameda 
street and Ferguson alley when he heard 
a shot across the alley behind his. back, 
and turning, saw Lou Suey fall itu the 
pavement while Wong Chuey, who fired 
the shot, went racing intw a narrow alley 
near, and his partners in crime rushed 
up Ferguson alley toward Los Angeles 
street. Blackburn chased and caught 
Wong recovered the pistol he 
had seen Oh éy throw away. He de- 
tailed the other exciting incidents of the 
evening, including the capture ofthe other 
culprit, Wong Wing. He identified Wong 
Ch 


ee, 3 
Dr. E. A. Bryant testified as to the fatal 
nature of the wound.’ He described the 
course of the bullet and its necessarily 
deadly effect. He testified that Suey knew 


he was about to die and poison to 
end his sufferings. 
J. A. Bernal, the map maker, testified to 


the accuracy of the diagram of the vicinity 
of the shooting as exhibited on the wall. 

Dr. Wong Yue Ting, Wong: Chee’s 
cousin, testified to the defendant’s pres- 
ence in his house, but as he was absent 
from the city, in San Diego, he did n 
know when his cousin had gone to hi 
house. 

J. G. Montaigu, a reporter, was placed 
on the stand and testified to having been 
present soon after the shooting. He had 
known Suey very well a long time and 
immediately went to his bedside. Suey 
was lying on his back in great agony, and 
in response to questions responded in his 
excellefit English: “Oh, my God, Mr. 
Montaigu, I’m going to die sure!’’ After 
remarking several times that he expected 
to die, Suey told the witness in response 
to questions urged by Horace Appel, who 
was present, that Wong Ah Fack had shot 
him and that Wong Chee had cried, “Shoot 
him!’ before the shot was fired. Me 
identified the prisoners as the men indi- 
cated and identified by Lou Suey. 

Len Yee, a Chinaman who was in the al- 
ley near the scene of the affray, —posi- 
tively identified Wong Chuey as the man 
who fired the sh& and was captured by 
Officer Blackburn as he ran away with 
the smoking revolver in his hand. He 
also positively identified Wong Chee and 
Wong Wing as the two Chinamen who ran 
past him and escaped out of the alley 
toward Los Angeles street. He picked up 
the revolver thrown away by Wong Chuey 
and handed it to Officer Blackburn at the 
latter’s direction. 

J. H. Koch, who was talking to Officer 
Blackburn and facing the scene of the 
shooting at the time, was next examined 
and related how. Suey ran around: the 
corner from Ferguson alley, closely fol- 
lowed by three men, the smaller of whom 
fired into his back and then all three 
turned and fled. He positively identified 
Wong Chuey as the murderer, and identi- 
fied: Wong Chee and Wong Wing as very 
closely resembling the other two. His 
testimony was broken by the adjournment 
of the court: The examination will be 
resumed Monday at 10 a.m. 

Wong Chee. was visibly moved by the 
testimony in spite of his efforts to keep 
calm, and he wiped beads of perspiration 
from his forehead after each nail was 
driven by the prosecution. His retainers 
sat stolid and dejected; the little ‘fellow 
being most uneasy as his guilt was fas- 
tened upon him. : 

Wong Sam Eye, the sharp imported 
leader from ancisco, and Wong 
Fong, the Fresno highbinder, gave him 
all the consolation in their power, while a 
crowd of Chinese and a few white re- 
tainers eagerly watched the course of the 
trial.

THE TRANS-SIBERIAN RAILROAD 


FRANK.G. CARPENTER’S TRIP OVER THE EASTERN SECTION 
: OF THIS GREAT RUSSIAN LINE. 


How it Will Revolutionize the Asiatic Trade in Tea, Iron and 


Silk—The Effect of the Road Upon Asia, and Other 
_ Matter Giving the Latest News About This 


Gigantic Enterprise. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Whe Tranésiberian Railroad ts being 
pushed all along the line. Since the break- 
‘ing out’ of the Chinese-Japanese war the 
work thas been more earnest, and a large 
force of men are grading the routes and 
laying the rails as fast as possible. The 
original intention was that the road should 
he finished in 1905. The indications are 
now that it will be completed long before 
that time. In my last letter I described 
the city of Vladivostock, the Pacific ter- 
minus of the railroad. It was here that 
the first work was done in 1892. The pres- 
ent Czar, who was then taking a trip 
around the world, had come across Siberia 
along the line of the proposed railway, and 
tr was with great ceremony that the first 
stone of this, the greatest railroad in the 
world, was laid there on the 12¢h of May, 
1891. The road when completed will be 


bridged, and it goes through some of the 
most wonderful scenery in the world. It 
skirts Lake Bikal, one of the biggest lakes 
in the world, the average depth of which 
is more than a mile. Near this lake the 
road passes through the mountains, and it 
has many tunnels and stone dikes. The 
mountains are of granite, and the work of 
construction will be very difficult, Through- 
out the whole central region and the west 
there is but sparse population, and it is 
the same in the east. The workmen have 
to be sent from European Russia, and all 
of the rolling stock and iron have to come 
from there. Some of it is shipped from 
the west. That for the eastern section 
is being taken around through the Suez Ca- 
nal by sea, and there is another lot which 
is shipped down into Siberia, I am told, 
by the Arctic Ocean. The road is being 
constructed in the very best manner. The 
rails weigh eighteen pounds to the foot. 
The bridges are of wood, and the road is 
well ballasted. The greatest distance al- 
lowed between the stations is thirty-five 


DEPOT AT NICOLSK, 


7000 miles long, and it will cost between 
$200,000,000 and $300,000,000. (The Russian 
estimate is 350,000,000 roubles.) It will 
give a continuous railroad line from Vladi- 
vostock to St. Petersburg, and the prob- 
ability is thet a branch line will now be 
run down through Korea, and Japan will 
be brought within a day’s ride of this ter- 


minus. When this fs “done the Japanese 


can make a trip to Patis with a water voy- 
aze of less than twenty-four hours. I have 
already written of my trip over the new 
Chinese railroad. This line now runs to 
‘the city of Shanhaikwan, where the great 
Chinese wall juts down to the sea. . There 
is a breach in the wall at this point, and 
though the superstitious Chinamen ‘would 
hardly permit the cutting of the wall for 
@ railroad, they have allowed it to go 
through this breach, and it is now being 
pushed on into Manchuria. It will eventu- 
ally reach the Russian frontier, and will 
probably connect with the Transsisberian 
Railroad, and ithen we can go from Peking 
to Paris by land. 
TRA AND SILK. 


It is impossible to estimate the changes 
which this great railroad will make in 
Asia. The tea trade of Europe will un- 
doubtedly go over it, and the great bulk 
of the exports from China, Japan and 
Korea will be carried through Siberia to 
Europe. As it is now the fastest steamers 
are used for the tea trade. The new tea 
brings the highest prices in the market, 
and ocean steamers go up to the city of 
Hankow, 700 miles in. the interior of China, 
and’as soon as they can load they sail 
with full steam to London. They go by the 
Suez Canal, and it takes them about 
forty-five days to make the voyage. The 
Chinese have already planned a railroad 
to the center of the tea districts from 
Tien-Twin, where their new military rail- 
road begins, and the tea will be shipped 
right north to Siberia, and get to Europe 
within fifteen or eighteen days. Tea car- 
ried overland is said to be much better 
than that which goes by water, and this 
will make a revolution in the tea trade of 
the world. At present the foreign trade 
of China amounts to about $300,000,000 
per year, and the bulk of this is made up 
of costly articles, like tea and silk. These 
can pay high’ freight rates, and they will 
undoubtedly be shipped by rail. There are 
mow in tho neighborhood of six hundred 
Million people in China, Japan and Korea. 
There are about four million in Siberia, 
and this road has the trade of nearly one- 
half the world to draw from. 
THE ROAD AND MANUFACTORIES. 
It will probably make Russia a great 
manufacturing nation, and the Russian 
fron will be shipped over to China. There 
is mo irdén in World better than that of 
the Ural Mountains, and the Chinese are 
. YTeady to pay high prices for good iron. 
Most of their tools are now made by hand, 
and they must have the best of raw mate- 
rial. At present a large part of the iron 
used in China is made up of cast-off horse- 
shoes, which are sent out from Europe 
by the shipload. The Chinese make razors, 
- knives and all kinds of implements oft 
of this iron, and there is a great demand 
for over the empire. There are 
Sreat at different points 
along the Transsiberian Railroad, and big 
factories wil spring up at all these points. 
The Russians are good mechanics, and they 
have vast iron works near Moscow and at 
Tula which make as good hardware and 
Pi you will find anywhere in the 


THE TRANSSIBERIAN ROUTE. 

As the line is now planned and being 
built it is to run from Moscow right 
southern part of Siberia, mak- 
ng an aimost straight line through this 
immense territory to the city of Viadivos- 
tock. It goes through rich gold mines. It 
taps vast areas of rich soil,>’and it will 
_ probably build up an empire in southern 
Siberia. The first section of the road is at 
the west. It begins in the Ural Mountains, 
and there is an army at work building it. 
The next section is to run from the town of 
Omsk on the River Obi, and the contrac- 
tors are also at work here. -In the middle 
of Siberia there is another army laying 
track, and the road is being pushed as fast 
as possible from Vladivostock to the west. 
‘§t crosses great rivers, which have to be 


miles, and it is to equip the road 
with enough rolling stock to form three 
sets of army trains every twenty-four 
hours. The-road is to be to a large ex- 
tent a military line, and Russia will prob- 
ably use it to satisfy her Gargantuan appe- 
tite for more territory. The stations are 
built of wood in the interior, though some 
of the larger ones are of stones. The de- 
pot at Viadivostock isa big two-story stone 
and brick building. It is well constructed

A SIBERIAN RAILROAD RIDE. 


I shall never forget my ride over the 
eastern section of the Transsiberian 
Railroad. .I had my permit from the 
Chief of Police, and through this I was 
able to buy a ticket from Vladivostock. 
Only third-class trains were running, and 
these had been opened to passenger traffic 
only a few days before, and so I practic- 
ally took the first trip over the new route. 
I was accompanied by a bright young 
Japanese, Mr. Koboto, who spoke Russian 
and English, and who acted as my in- 
terpreter. I was living on board the 
steamer in the harbor,: about three miles 
from the railroad. The train started at 
11 p.m., and a great storm came up about 
*6. The harbor was ‘full of whitecaps and 
the waves ran high. The wind was blow- 
ing, and a cold, misty sleet ran down into 
our bones like so many corkscrews as we 
left the vessel and started for the shore. 
I can’t describe the severity of this wind. 
It almost split the scalp when it touched 
the back of my head, and I cowered down 
in the sampan which I had engaged, while 
the Chinaman in a water-proof coat sculled 
us through the darkness. The night was 
Egyptian in its blackness. A wall of 
light rose out of the sea in the distance, 
where the great barracks, with their 
thousands of Russian troops, covered the 
sides of the hills. Here and there out of 
a mist sparkled the lights of a great, 
black, monster steamer, and we rowed 
right under the shadow of black hulks 
which were carrying Russian prisoners to 
the Island of Saghalin. We narrowly 
missed getting the train. We left the 
steamer at 9:30, jumping into the boat 
which rose and fell like a bolt of paper 
upon the waves, and we had worked our 
way almost to the shore when I found I 
had forgotten my passport. The possi- 
bilities of a Russian prison came over 
me, and I insisted that we must go back 
to the ship over it. Both my Japanese 
guide and the Chinaman objected, but we 
finally turned back, and in the end reached 


the land with only twenty minutes to 
make the train. 
AT THE STATION. 

Hiring a droschky with two horses we 
drove on the gallop through the mud to 
the station. This wa¥ filled with soldiers 
in uniform, army officers in heavy over- 
coats and guards by scores, who marched 
up and down with bayonets and guns. 
There were police everywhere, and the 
Station looked more like a barracks than 
@ railroad depot. At one end of it was a 
restaurant, and at the other end was the 
ticket window. After showing my pass- 
port and my police permit I was able to 
buy a ticket to Nikolsk. The distance was, 
as I-have said, seventy miles, and it cost 
me $2.95 in silver. The ticket was of 
about the size of a small business en- 
velope. It was white and no thicker than 
note paper. Upon it were printed the date 
and distance and the names of the sta- 
Showing it, I- passed out of the 
door to the train, going by more guards 
and police as I did so. The train comprised 
about twenty-five cars, of which half 
a dozen were passenger coaches, and the 
others were freight and baggage cars. I 
made a rush for one of the cars, and my 
heart sank as I looked at the accommo- 
dation, and at the place where I had to 
sleep during the night. It was merely a 
freigut car fited with wooden benches 
running clear across the car and facing 
each other. Above the seats there were 
shelves, and I found that these were the 
upper berths. The lower seats were all 
filled when we entered, and I had to climb 
up on one of these upper ehelves to sleep. 
There were no cushions and no bedding. 
I rolled my coat up for a pillow and 
wrapped myself in my blanket and lay 
down. The space between myself and the 
roof was not wide enough to allow me 
to sit up, and I rolled over on my side 
and Jooked with interest on the queer 
crowd surrounding me. The most of the 
passengers were soldiers, but there were 
emigrants and farmers, a half dozen Chi- 
nese, one or two Tartars and several Jap- 
anese girls, who seemed to be of a very 
questionable character. They leughed and 


chatted ‘with the sokilers, and were loud 


in their way. 
.» SUSPRCTED BY THE POLICE. 

I found that the soldiers were very in- 
quisitive. I was approached a half dozen 
times by officers and questioned. The 
guard of the train Jooked me over very 
carefully, and when the men found I 
could speak German I had to answer all 


‘kinds’ of questions. The cars which are 
now used on the road are more like those | 


of Evrope than of the United States. They 
are only third and fourth-class, and they 
look more like box cars than palace 
coaches. The first and second-class ‘cars 
will undoubtedly be good, and there will 
probably be a Pullman car running over 
the line when it is completed. At present 
the accommodations are anything but 
luxurious, and as I lay on that board shelf 
‘and was carried along at the rate of per- 
‘haps fifteen miles per hour I thought of 
the Pennsylvania limited between New 
‘York and Pittsburgh with its library and 
sitting rooms, and as I looked at the can- 
dle which shone out of the lantern above 
me, and which formed the only light of 
the car I compared it with the wonderful 
electric-light system of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad, where the 
light is set into the back of your berth, 
and where, by removing a slide, you can 
make your berth as light as day at any 
hour of the night. As my bones ground 
holes into the wood I thought of the good 
beds of the Canadian Pacific, over which 
I had ridden in going to Asia, and I 
longed for the railroads of our own civil- 
ized land. The air was stifling and ill- 
smelling, and the fifty-odd people whom 
we had in the car seemed, on the whole, 
to be rancid, and I was glad when the 
guard gave me a rude jerk and told me 
to get up for Nikolsk. 
A QUBER SIBERIAN CITY. 

Nikolsk is one of the biggest towns of 
interior Siberia. It is a great military 
center da it has vast areas of rich land 
‘surrounding it. The soil is as black as 


what Senator Ingalls said about the fer- 
tility of Kansas, which is, according to 
him, so rich that you can poke your arm 
Gown into the ground up to the shoulder 
and pull out earth in your fist which is as 
rich as guano. <A great deal of wheat 
is raised about this point, and the Russians 
have established great steam mills for the 
grinding of food for the soldiers. I visited 
those mills during my stay. Their ma- 
chinery had been i: rted from Russia, 
and it was of the latest modern make. 
We many barracks and we saw 
ecldiers on guard everywhere. There were, 
I judge, about ten or fifteen acres of build- 
ings connected with the mills, and the 
workmen seemed to be Chinamen. The 
land about Nikolsk is being settled like 
Russia. There are villages which own 
a great deal of land in common, and they 
sell their grain to the government. The 
town itself has a number of stores and 
business blocks. The houses are of wood, 
and they make me think of our Western 
frontier towns. We stopped at the hotel, 
which was run by a Chinaman. It was just 
daybreak when we arrived, and we asked 
for a room. He said he had none vacant, 
and, pointing into the billiard-room, I saw 
four Russians with their boots on sleeping 
on the tables. I asked for breakfast, and 
after a time was given some fried eggs, 
smoked salmon and a cup of tea: The 
tea was served in a glass, and we had a 
big brass samovar, or Russian tea urn, 
on the table. 
ride through the wt The roads were as 
-tmauddy as those of a swamp, end the 
streets were about two hundred feet wide. 
edgé of the city there were a 
ber of dugouts, which were inhabited by 
Chinameh, and we found the Chinese 
everywhere. 


ON THE EDGE OF CHINA. 

This city of Nikolsk is not far from the 
Manchurian border, and it was once a 
great Tartar capital. There is now an 
immense wall inclosing a space at ‘one 
end of the town, and this was the wall 
of the great Tartar city of the past. The 
probability is that Russia will gradually 
move her boundary line further south. As 
the boys say in playing marbles, she is 
always “‘inching’”’ on her neighbors, and I 
heard a queer story of how the Russians 
xot a biz slice of Chinese territory a few 
years ago. was a dispute about 
the boundary line, and the Russians had 
moved the line down so that it included 
@ vast amount of good Chinese soil. A 
war was imminent, and the Chinese, as 
usual, wanted to settle matters by com- 
oromise. The Russians consented, and 
they drew a line on the map showing the 
territory they wanted. The Chinese threw 
up their hands in horror, and said they 
could not possibly allow them so much as 
that. ‘All right,” said the Russians, 
“‘we will take less,” and they then showed 
them another map which was on 
a smaller scale, but in which the amount 
of territory taken was the same. The 
Chinese looked at it and did not perceive 
the cheat. They made a treaty agreeing 
.to this boundary, and that is the boundary 
between China and Siberia today. The 
way the Russians work 1s to colonize the 
country close to the line of China and 
gradually move southward. They undoubt-

WORKING WITH CONVICTS. 

A great part of the work on this eastern 
section of Transsiberian road has been 
done by means of convicts, but this has 
been changed within the past year. The 
convicts have been shipped off to Saghalin, 
and the men are now all paid workmen, 
including a large number of soldiers. I 
saw them at work, and it looked like a 
slice out of Russia and reminded me of 
the work I had seen on the Volga during 
the great Russian famine. On the way 
back to Vladivostock I had a much better 
chance to see something of the country 
and the railroad. The station at Nikolsk 
is a long, one-story building made of red 
brick faced with stone. The engine of 
our train burned wood, and about the sta- 
tions there were great wood piles, while 
the wood was stacked in cords at the back 
of the engine. We had some fourth-class 
cars on the way going ba These were 
even more uncomfortabl the one I 
have described. There was no chance to 
lie down in them, and they were filled 
with peasants and soldiers. The baggage 
car was in the middle of the train, and I 
looked in vain for a postal car.  8till, 
there was a postoffice box at each station, 
and I am told that the postal service is 
fairly good. I noted some of the gravel 
cars. Their sides are made so that they 
can be let down. They are about fifteen 
feet long, and have four wheels to each 
car. The road is of the standard Russian 
gauge. The rails seem to be a little 
lighter than ours, and the ties are of pine. 
At every station I found policemen with 
revolvers on their hips and swords at 
their sides. Many of the stations are 
built of logs, and a crowd of Russians in 
caps, and of Chinese with pigtails, stood 
and gazed at the train as it went by. Just 
out of Viadivostock the road runs through 
low hills. It skirts the beautiful bay of 
Peter the Great, and as you ride along this 
going from one gulf to another, now rush- 
ing through forests and now sailing along 
the edge of the water, you are reminded 
of the picturesque lakes of Northern 
Michigan. The road throughout its length 
will be one of the most picturesque in the 
worlé@ and it will be a great scenic liné. 
It has now been built about fifty miles 
beyond the point where I stopped and 
the other portions are Z on rapidly. 
No ore really knows just how soon it 


Awill be completed, but it will undoubtedly 


form one of the great elements which are 
now at work changing the face of Asia

Architects and the Government. 


perintending the public buildings of the 
country, or of drawing the plans for them, 
can co to take the office of super- 
vising a tect.. There are now 115 public 
buildings whose construction been 
authorized by Congress. Some of these 
involve the expenditure of a few thousand 
dollars; others will cost from $50,000 to 
$500,000; still others are to cost from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. All the work con- 
nected with these buildings devolves upon 
the supervising architect. He is to draw 
the plans, make the contracts, audit the 
bills and superintend the construction. Be- 
sides this, he is to supervise the repair 
of completed public buildings. This work 
alone invclves an annual expenditure of 
about $200,000. 

As Mr. Carrere points out, it is a physi- 
cal impossibility for one man to accomplish 
all that is required of the supervising ar- 
chitect. And it may be added that no ar- 
chitect who will lightly agree to under- 
take the task is worthy to be trusted with 
the responsibility involved in the de- 
signing and construction of the more im- 
portant of the public buildings. The 
Treasury ent ought to employ the 
architects of the country who are best 
qualified to do artistic and constructional 
work on our public buildings. The pres- 
ent system compels the employment of an 
architect whose office must be in Wash- 
ington; who must depend upon the reports 
of subordinates; who is, therefore, respon- 
sible for buildings that he may never see; 
who is burdened with duties that he must 
neglect. Neither art nor economy is fur- 
thered by this state of affairs, and the 
change which has been suggested in the 
McKaig bill will doubtless result in pro- 
viding the government with more beauti- 
ful buildings at a lower cost.

TAMMANY MEN OF EARLY DAYS 


JEFFERSON, BURR, VAN BUREN AND THE CLINTONS WERE 
ALL CHIEFS AND SACHEMS. 


Tammany’s Bitter Factional Fights Through the First Quarter 
of the Century—Swift Growth of the Society—A Revolt 
from Burr and Clinton—The Appearance of 
Van Buren as a Political Leader. 


(From a Special 


Correspondent.) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—(Special Cor- 
resvondence.) Twelve days after Wash- 
ington took the oath of office as President 
@ political organization was created in 
New York City that was the beginning of 
the Tammany society. It professed to 
represented democracy, or, as then it was 
called, the republican principle. For fifty 
years it kept a sway that was, on the 
whole, fairly used in our game of empire 
as played by the two political parties. It 
gave the hint of the power that lies in a 
body of men who act with a common pur- 
pose and under willing discipline. Taking 
example by it, many similar associations 
were formed, although Washington, in 
one of his messages, expressed disapproval 
of such methods of politics as character- 
ized these associations. 

As New York was the capital, for the 
time at least, there the first American po-

Htical organizations was made. Tammany 
was the heir of the spirit of the Sons of 
Liberty of the Revolutiinary war. It was 
kin, in some of its purposes at least, to 
those who were then beginning the rev- 
olution in France. It was enthusiastic in 
its support and approval of that revolution. 
Indeed, a misty legend has been handed. 
down from generation to generation in 
the hall that the suggestion came- from 
Jefferson himself, who, called from France 
to Washington’s Cabinet, was pained to 
see that aristocracy, English in its impulse 
and fostered by the “Society of the Cin- 
cinnati,’”” was rooting itself sd early in 
our national life. To crush that impulee, 
at least to fetter it, Jefferson gave the 
hint, and Tammany with its tomahawk, 
stood facing the Cincinnati and its sword. 
FOUNDERS AND EARLY LEADERS. 
William Mooney, an upholsterer, but, 
Mike many of the mechanics of that day 
keenly interested in politics, suggested 
that there be brought together in an asso- 
ciation those who dreaded the aristocracy, 
and who suspected that the purpose of 
Hamilton was to force the government 
into something like a limited monarchy. 
Mooney found a good many mechanics and 
merchants who thought as he did and so 
with some mystery of oaths and ritual, the 
pips of peace, the feathered head-dress, 
even the painted face and leathern cos- 
tume with wampum for its ornament, 
these men were bound in one association 
as the Tammany Society, or Columbian 
Order. The common view that in the be- 
ginning Tammany was purely a benevolent 
and kindly association, is far from cor- 
rect. Such purpose was set forth in the 
, formal organization, but politics and the 
republican democracy was from the first 
and for fifty years the abiding purpose. 
The political impulse of the organization 
must have been very strong from the be- 
ginning. There is sufficient proof of this 
in the mere fact of the prompt association 
with it of Gov. George Clinton. . Jcsiah 
Odgen Hoffman, one of the ablest intel- 
lects in a family distinguished for nearly: 
one hundred years for intellectual ability, 
became grand sachem two years after that 
simple ritual of organization upon the 
banks of the Hudson, and what powerful 
men were associated with him! There 
was Melancthon Smith, now almost for- 
gotten, a man of pure character and great 
influence. A young man, impetuous, ob- 
stinate; vain, fractious, but revealing bril- 
liamcy of imtellect, which caused the men 
of that time to look upon him with re- 
spect, and say: ‘‘He is to be one of our 
great men’—young De Witt Clinton, 
nephew of the Governor, was associated 
with Tammany almost from the first 
step which he took in politics. Later 
the most violent, persistent, malignant and 
powerful of the politics done by Tam- 
many Hall was done to crush De Witt 
Clinton; politics, which in this os at

ton’s life. 


ALLIED WITH BURR AGAINST HAM- 
ILTON. 

A little later—the record does not show 
the exact time—one of the subtlest men of 
of revolutionary time, Aaron Burr, whose 
imtellectual powers had they been tempered 
with some moral purpose would have made 
him one of the émmortals, became asso- 
ciated with Tammany. Therefore, it was 
made plain, not only in New Yirk, but 
elsewhere, that there had sprung up in 
New York city organized opposition to 
Hamilton, to his aristocratic Society of the 
Cincinnati, and to his purpose perfectly 
to organize and make permanent the in- 
fluence of the Federal party. There can 
be no doubt that this opposition was at 
bottom sincere. Hamilton at the time of 
the organization of Tammany, and for 
some years after, was perhaps at his high- 
est pinnacle of success. He was Secretary 
of the Treasury, and he had such patron- 
age as the office at that time furnished. 
John Jay, his intimate and political sym- 
pathizer, was Chief Justice. The Livings- 
tons, the Schuylers, the Jays, and others 
who composed such social aristocracy as 
existed at that time, were all Fed sts; 
all distrusted an absolute republican form 
of government. 

SWIFT GROWTH OF THE SOCIETY. 

With the passing of Washington to priv- 
ate life, the crystallizing of the opposing 
forces into a symmetrical was 


Duane and Smith and otters, extending as 
tt did from 1789 to 1796, made the coming 
of it easier, perhaps eartier, than might 
otherwise have been the case. 

From 1796 until 1828 Tammany was in 
the thick of the excited and angry potitics 
which prevailed during that entire era. 
This interval of time properly marks the 
first of the epochs in which Tammany’s in- 
fluence was important, and at times mas- 
terful in the politics of the nation and 
state, 

The society's increase in strength must 
have been very rapid after the election of 
John Adams, in 1796. The alien and se- 
dition laws intensified the opposition to 
the Federalists, and in 1797 the Demo- 
cratic party, as we shall hereafter call 
it, under the leadership of those associ- 
ated with Tammany, carried New York 
city by one thousand majority, elected 
Aaron Burr and De Witt Clinton to the 
Legislature, and began, through the use 
of patronage as well as by fairer politics, 
to extend its influence throughout the 
State. 

Burr, however, nearly wrecked the local 
organization, or at least ‘put in great 
peril the influence of Tammany. He se- 
cured a charter from the Legislature, os- 
tensibly for the creation of a company to 
supply New York city with pure water. 
‘Concealed in that charter was one pro- 
vision which enabled Burr and his Demo- 
cratic associates to organize the Manhat- 
tan Bank. Burr and his Tammany as- 
sociates controlled the stock. The public 
indignation was intense. That anger was 
due in part to the belief of the community 
that it had been cheated by a legislative 
trick, and in part to its fear that -the 
power which this bank could exercise 
would perhaps be dangerous or at least 
costly to the community. © 

Therefore, in the election of 1799 the 
Democratic paity lost the prestige which 
it had gained in the elections of 1797 and 
1798. The Federalists hoped that by 
reason of this tricky charter the Democ- 
racy would lose the State in the approach- 
ing Presidential election. This fear was 
not justified, however, Burr managing 
the bank, and men as well, with exceed- 
ing tact, so that there was no opposition 
to the placing of his name upon the na- 
tional ticket with that of Jefferson, the 
understanding being that Jefferson would 
- chosen President and Burr Vice-Presi- 

ent. 

TAMMANY’S REVOLT FROM BURR 
AND DE WITT CLINON. 

Tammany turned upon Burr soon after 
he entered the office of Vice-President. 
It accused him of conspiring with some 
*members of Congress to defeat in the 
Jefferzon and to secure his own to the 
Presidential office: The society called 
Geo Clinton from his retirement, and 
in 1802 re-elected him Governor, and Clin- 
ton distributed the patronage in such 
manner as to aid Tammany and the more 
completely to destroy Burr.

year to the United States Senate, a post

In some way, too vague now to trace, 
the bitter hostility which had been de- 
veldped in Tammany against Burr was 
transferred to De Witt Clinton.

GENERAL PLAN OF THE PRESENT 
UNDERTAKING. 

A very little imagination will show how 
the astronomers proposed to go to work 
to make this map. Recall the notion of 
the celestial sphere as a hollow ball ro- 
tating around the earth as a center; it is 
evident that an observer on the earth 
will see but one-half of the ball at a time 
and that the haif he sees will depend upon 
his position on the earth’s surface. It 
will be necessary then to have observers 
in different parts of the ear‘h’s surface in 


order that no part of the heavens will be.

photographing. Suppose that we have 
five observatories from which all of the 
southern half of the celestial sphere is 
visible, five from which the northern half 
can be seen, and it will be a simple matter 
to divide up ‘the ball into ten zones and to 
give one to each observatory. 

Suppose now that each of the ten ob- 
servatories takes on an average 1000 photo- 
graphs. When all have finished the work 
assigned there will be 10,000 photographic 
plates which, if the skies were divided 
up properly to begin with, will include 
every star to be seen in the universe up 
to a certain magnitude. The telescope for 


opposite to the double telescope, 
which give a bulky and ungainiy air to 
the instrument, and there are a variety 
of accessories, electrical and mechanical, 
which might puzzle even an amateur as- 
tronomer, not to speak of what effect 
they produce on an unscientific observer.

adjustment in the Greenwich instrument 
is a curious and beautiful piece of work. 
But, supposing that the center of the 
plate to be made has been found and the 
telescope set to ii. It takes time to pho- 
tograph the stars. The duration of pose 
for the international star map plates fixed 
by the congress is forty minutes. Now, 
since the earth, by its double movement 
on its axis and around the sun, is con- 
stantly changing its position in regard to 
the stars, it is evident that the star 
brought to the proper position on the plate 
will not stay in place, but will steadily 
move acress and out of the field, that is, 
in a forty-minuter pose the sensitive plate 
will take a track and not a fixed point. 
To remedy this it is clear that the tele- 
scope must be made to follow the star. 
This driving is done by means of a 
clock communicating a movement to the 
telescope which is exactly that of the ap- 
parent movement of the star. To under- 
stand with what accuracy this clock must 
move the telescope one must consider how 
small an error will produce an error in 
the photograph. For instance, the pho- 
tographer of a star of the twelfth magni- 
tude taken by one of these instruments 
gives a diameter of 1-700 of an inch. Now 
let there be a shift of 1-1000 of an inch 
and the disc of the star will be destroyed.

The next’ step of the committee was to 
divide up the sky between the nineteen 
observatories.

but it was arranged satisfactorily. 

Besides dividing up the sky, the com- 
mittee decided in 1889 upon the size of the 
photographic plates and the field they 
should cover, and appointed a committee 
which was instructed to determine the cen- 
ter of all the plates for the equinox of 
1900, that is, to choose guiding stars, whose 
positions were already known within five 
seconds as the centers of the photographs. 
Another committee was named to study 
the means of measuring the plates. 

In April, 1891, there was another gath- 
ering of this international committee, and 
when it was over M. Mouchez said, in pre- 
senting the report of its work to. the 

of Science: 

“All the questions relative to the ex- 
ecution of the star map being today en- 
tirely , there remains no longer any 
doubt Save jon the procedures of measure- 
ment, of utilization and of* reproduction ‘of 
the considerable quantity of documents 
that in a very few years we are going to 
be able to put at the disposition of astrono- 
mers. However, the complete solution 
of these later problems today being started, 


a “controlling apparatus” run by electric- 
ity consisting of a ‘‘detecter’’ for noting 
any variation in the driving, and a ‘‘cor- 
recter’ for cancelling it. Both of these 
adjustments are automatic in their opera- 
tions. By the side of the guiding telescope 
with which the observer does his usual 
work is clamped the photographic tele- 


ticular save that one is for the eye, the 
other for the sensitive plate. 

According to the decision of the con- 
gress each observatory may get its sen- 
‘sitive plates where it wishes, though all 
must be of a uniform size, cover a field 
of two square degrees, and be divided into 
squares by cross-lines printed upon them. 
The plate is of course fastened in a frame 
which is placed in the end of the photo- 
graphic tube. Evidently this frame and 
the adjustment for holding it in place 
must be made delicate, allowing the plate 
‘to be accurately placed, firmly fastened 
and perfectly adjusted to the focus. 


‘THE NUMBER AND KIND OF PHOTO- 
GRAPHS TAKEN. 


As rapidly as the photographs for the 
map are finished they are marked with 
date and location and stored. At Green- 
wich racks are placed in the library to 
hold the pletes. As soon as the first series 
for the map is fastened in each observaitory 
a second, cowering the same ground, will 
be begun. This is done to avoid false 
stars, and to the inconvenience of 
insensible points which might exist on 
the plates. The second series will only 
differ from the first by the position of 
‘the stars; that is, a star situated in the 
corner of a plate of the first series should 
be as near as the center of a 
plate of the second series, so that a quar- 
ter of each of four plates of. the second 
series will be found on one of the first 
series 


The pletes made for the catalogue pho- 
tograph the stars to the eleventh mag- 
nitude only. Each of these plates is given 
three poses of unequal length in such a 
way tbat each star is represented on the 
same plate by three images of different 
intensities and separated by a distance of 
two to three-tenths of millimeter. These 
poses are 5 min., 2 min., 30 sec. and 20 
sec. in length. For the sake of verification 
two é6eries of plates are made for the 
catalogue. 

'’ Taking the photographs does not finish 
the work. For the map there is still 
the puzzling question of putting together 
the plates and publishing them. So far 
the question has received but a limited 
attention, other more immediate problems 
claiming solution. 


MBASURING THE PHOTOGRAPHED 
STARS. 


The most serious question at present is 
measuring the catalogue plates. Each star 
up to the eleventh magnitude on each of 
the over eleven thousand negatives is to 
be accurately measured for its right ascen- 
sion and declination. As there will be 
some two million of the stars, the im- 
mensity of the task is plain. 

The task of measuring the 2,000,000-stars 
of the catalogue is evidently going to take 
a long time, each observatory having on an 
average of over one hundred thousand to 
locate. At the Observatory of Paris the 
measuring is already well under way. The 
department was established by the Messrs.

An aristocrat in 
his bearing and somewhat of an autocrat 
in his manner, he proved after nearer ac- 
quaintance a man of extreme personal 
charm and refinement, possessed of a large, 
warm heart. Full of contempt for

ever and at all times accessible to the 
humblest of sailors of the United States 
navy, ready ‘to listen to their wants and 
cares and to extend his powerful influence 
and help. This trait of his character was 
well illustrated by two little incidents I 
witnessed.

‘During my stay at Washington I was 
commissioned to paint the. portraits of 
two other great men, those of Lieut.-Gen. 
Phil Sheridan and of George Bancroft, 
America's greatest historian. To assert 
that miy first reception by Gen. Sheridan 
was a particularly cordial one, would be 
deviating from the path of truth; it was 
rather frigid than otherwise.

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Is IT A NEWSPAPER? 


When a person constantly boasts 
the possession of certain qualities, the 
world at large, which is in any case 
préne to be somewhat critical, is in- 
cliéd to entertain some doubt on the 
question, or at least to examine more 
earefully into the foundation for such 
assertions. 

If a woman should go around tell- 
ing every one she met that she was 
virtuous it would not be unreasonable 
that some doubt on the question should 
spring up in the minds of those who 
would otherwise never have enter- 
tained any suspicion to the contrary. 

The Los Angeles Herald is in the 
habit of informing its readers at Teast 
once every day that it is “a newspa- 
per.” So far as we are aware that 
fact had never been called into ques- 
tion, although it is true that most peo- 


ple consider it a very poor apology 


for a newspaper. Since, however, it 
has got into the habit of repeatedly 
asserting a fact which the average 
journal takes for granted, a good many 
people have begun to question whether 
the Herald is really a newspaper or 


hot, and some of them are rapidly ar- 


riving at the conclusion that it is not. 

Of course it all depends upon the 
manner in which the word newspaper 
is construed. If a daily publication 
which works up a wild fake in the 
shape of a petition, loses its petition 
in its own cellar, and then gets up an- 
othér one; which for a week or ten 
days develops symptoms of spasmodic 
insanity on the subject of a projected 


‘railroad to the San Joaquin Valley, 


and then within a couple of weeks de- 
votes several pages to showing that 
the citizens of Los Angeles are almost 
unanimous against the project; which 
trots out the old, worn-out, silly fake

He 
shall see his orchards and his vine- 
yards thriving in a climate that lets 
him alone; that is comfortable the 
whole year through, without sultry 
heat or the extremes of cold, growth 
continuing throughout the year, har- 
vests ripening in every one of the 
twelve Months, and summer in the 
heart of them all.

REMINISCENT. 


The purchase of the Chicago Times 
by the Chicago Herald Company is 
announced. The Times will, therefore, 
in all probability, pass out of exist- 
ence through absorption by its younger 
and more vigorous rival. This trans- 
action is a curious illustration of the 
vicissitudes of metropolitan journal- 
ism. It shows, moreover, how depend- 
ent are some, if not all, great news- 
papers, upon the individual manage- 
ment of a man of commanding will 
and strong personality. 

The Chicago Times, along in the 
seventies, was easily the greatest news 
paper in Chicago, if not in the United 
States. That was in the palmy days 
of Wilbur F. Storey, who was the 
head and front, the supreme author- 
ity,,in its management. Though per- 


sonally unpopular with enemies who 


were numbered by the thousands, Mr. 
Storey printed a newspaper which 
commanded the support of the. pub 
lic by reason of its great ability, its 
fearlessness, its enterprise and its 
large circulation. Even its enemies 
poured advertising patronage in upon 
it, for advertisements inserted in 
its columns brought large returns to 
the advertisers. 

So long as Storey managed the great 
newspaper it prospered. When he was 
stricken with paresis it also entered 
upon its decline. The active and pro 
lific brain of the execrated, feared. 
but potent “Old Man of the Sea” had 
been the directing force of this great 
modern engine; but when the con- 
trolling power lost its potency the 
machinery began to run awry. and to 
wear itself out in needless and waste- 
ful friction. The paper passed from 


‘a one management to another, but slowly 


lost ground. FinaWy it came under 
the control of Carter H. Harrison, 
who was subsequently elected Mayor 
of Chicago, and shortly afterward was 
assassinated on his own doorstep. Mr. 
Harrison’s sons have continuéd the 
publication until the\ present time, and 
now, if reports be true, have sold it 
to their principal business rival, the 
Chicago Herald. 

The latter paper was started about 
1880, first as a Republican journal, 
but met with indifferent success dur- 
ing the first year or two of its pre 
carious existence. Thousands of dol- 
lars were Sunk in the effort to estab- 
lish it upon a paying basis, but in 
vain, until it changed hands arid par- 
ties, beeoming one of the most radical 
of Democratic organs. For a dozen 
years past the Herald has forged 
ahead, until it has grown to be one 
of the most successful newspapers in 
the country, and has swallowed its 


principal rival, as above stated. The 


Herald is owned and personally eon- 
ducted by James W. Scott, one of the 
most thorough, skilled and able news- 
paper managers in the United States. 


BEWARE OF FROZEN ORANGES. 


There is published in The Times of 
this morning a dispatch from New 
Castle, Ind., stating that a young girl 
has died from the effects of eating 
frozen oranges. 

The Times a few days ago, in its 
commercial columns, took occasion to 
call attention to the danger attendant 
on eating frozen oranges, suggesting 
that the health authorities of New 
York City and other cities where 
frozen Florida oranges are being 
shipped, adopt measures to prevent 
their being sold or being offered for 
sale. 

The unfortunate case cited in the dis- 
patch frém New Castle will be buat 
one of wany others that will be re- 
ported unless this dangerous practice— 
infamous would not be too strong a 
word—be stopped. There is no more 
reason why frozen oranges should be 
sold than that tainted or rotten meat 
should be sold. The health authori- 
ties take care to punish severely all 
those found guilty of committing the 
latter offense; there is no reason why 
they should allow persons who sell 
frozen oranges to go unpunished. Of 
the two the frozen orange is a greater 
danger to health than is tainted meat. 
It is well known that decayed fruit is 
a prompt and vicious germinator of 
disease and the instant the frozen 
orange undergoes a 
warmer than that which caused it to 
freeze it at once begins to. decay. It 
is equally well known that along the 
coast of the Mediterranean decayed 
oranges have been the immediate 
cause of epidemics which have raged 
with great violence and which, before 
the germs of the disease could be 
stamped out, have killed many tlou- 
sands of people. 

This ‘is a matter which should not 
be trifled with. No higher or more im- 
portant duty could impose itself upon 
the health authorities than to see that 
every frozen orange in the country is 
destroyed, or, failing that, to impose 
the severest penalties on those found 
offering such fruit for sale. 


TO RELIEVE THE CITIES. 


The latest proposition to relieve the 
congestion in our large cities is pro- 
posed by a man named Truman Stew- 
art, who is at present lecturing on the 
subject in Indiana. 

Stewart's idea is to ask the 14,000,- 
000 men in the United States to con- 
tribute 4 cents each. This fund will 
be placed in the hands of a commit- 
tee. With it will be purchased a large 
tract of land in Tennessee, Washing- 
ton and some other place agreed upon 
by the Executive Committee. The land 
will be divided into fifty-acre lots. 
No colonist can Own more than one 
lot. It is not transferable, but in case 
of abandonment reverts to the colony. 

The recruits are expected from me 
chanics and laboring men in over- 
crowded cities. Stewart is receiving 
letters from all quarters. Many of 
them have money inclosures. To be 
come a member a person must be an 
American citizen and the head of a 
family. No saloons are to be allowed.

The indus 
trious farmer who has his place paid 
for and no rent to pay, if he only suc 
ceeds in making expenses and food 
and clothing his family is better off 
than a great many of the residents of 
our large cities who are out of work 
half the time. and spend more’ than 
they should do the other half. ; 


The Superior Court of San Fraftcisco 
rendered a decision in the Gunst case 
yesterday, in which the right of Gunst 
to hold the office of Police Commis- 
sioner of San Francisco was upheld, 
and the right of the Governor to re- 
move him arbitrarily was denied. The 
facts as to Gunst’s appointment by 
Gov. Markham and his subsequent re- 
moval by Goy. Budd are still fresh in 


the public mind. The court holds, in 


substance, that the Governor had no 
power to create a vacancy in the office, 
his power being limited to the filling 
of vacancies. There being no vacancy 
at the time Gunst’s proposed successor 
was appointed by Budd the appoint- 
ment was nugatory. This is a severe 


blow at Gov. Jimmie’s ever-conspic 


uous ego. 


The San Francisco Call, which has 
livened up considerably under its new 
management, announces that it will 
not publish any advertisements of lot- 
teries. The Call very properly says 
that these schemes are fakes of the 
worst kind; that their existence is a 
violation of law; that the law is ‘a just 
one, and that it deserves the support 
of every decent citizen and every legit- 
imate newspaper. It would be a good 
thing if some other newspapers in this 
State which lay claim to decency and 
respectability would follow the exam- 
ple of the Call. A lottery is the most 
dangerous kind of gambling device. 
because it places the opportunity for 
gambling at every fireside where a 
newspaper which contains advertise- 
ments of the lottery is read. 


San Francisco’s prospects for secur- 
ing the National Republican Conven- 
tion are growing brighter. She has 
influential friends at headquarters 
who are doing | excellent preliminary 
work in the lL cause. Extremely 
low railway rates ‘are practically as 
sured. As a matter of fact the trans- 
continental roads could afford to carry 
delegates to the convention free of 
charge, or at a merely nominal rate. 
The trip would be an exceedingly 
pleasant one from beginning to end, 
and it would furnish a grand object- 
lesson as to the vast extent and the 
boundless resources of great em- 
pire of the West. Los Angeles would 
like the convention; but we will all re- 
joice with San Francisco if the latter 
city wins the prize. 


(Santa Cruz Sentinel:) Los 
les papers are not pleased at the 
prospect of the construction of the 
San Francisco and San Joaquin Rail- 
road. They had hoped, and with good 
reason, that San Franciseo would re- 
main asleep till Los Angeles had out- 
stripped her in population and com- 
mercial importance. The Southern 
‘metropolis is now ahead of Portland 
in size and growth, and will cer- 
tainly pass San Francisco if the lat- 
ter city does not. “get a move on.” 

On the contrary, Los Angeles is 
glad to see San Francisco awakening 
from its Rip Van Winkle sleep, and 
is pleased at the prospect of the con- 
struction of the San Joaquin Valley 
railroad. It proposes in good time 
to meet the enterprise half way; to 
see it, in fact, and go it one better. 


President Worthing, of the San Jose 
Grange, is quoted as saying that “if 
every man, woman and child in Cali- 
fornia would eat ‘only’ ten pounds of 
dried. fruit annually, the entire pro- 
duct could be marketed within the 
State.” Very likely it could be. But 
Californians cannot be blamed for par- 
taking rather gingerly of dried fruits 
when they have such a superabundance 
of the most delicious fresh fruit at all 
seasons of the year. They very prop- 
erly prefer to consume their fresh fruit 
at home, and to allow the dried pro- 
duct to be sent to the people of less 
favored sections.

The Eastern visitor who spends the win- 
ter in Los Angeles and finds the tem- 
perature of February and March so much 
like that of June’on his native heath, is 
apt to form wrong conclusions as to the 
summer temperature of Los Angeles and 
Southern California. They assume that 
if the mercury reaches 75 or 80 deg. in 
February or March. the heat in July and 
August must be intolerable. They cannot. 
understand that there are meteorological 
forces at work which serve to reduce the 
summer temperature in this section and 
to raise the winter temperature, render- 
ing great extremes in either direction im- 
possible. As a matter of fact the weather 
im March is often nearly or quite as warm 
as that of any month in the year. The 
midsummer weather, with the occasional 
exception of one or two days, is deliciously 
cool and pleasant. The ocean breeze is 
then fully established, and flows over all 
this section in gentle waves, bringing 
coolness and refreshment. This breeze is 


as regular as the sunrise, and to its in- 
fluence is due, chiefly, the delightfully cool 


and bracing character of our summer cli- 
mate. The latter is as much a relief from 
the enervating summer heat of the East 
as our mild winter climate is a relief 
from the terrible blizzards and the killing 
frigidity of the regicn east of the Rooky 
Mountains.

Most everybody has h of that 
long, gangling, slab-sided, bald-headed 
snipe of the valley, ’Gene Field, who 
writes pieces to the papers in Chi- 
cago; but the Eagle bird by chance is 
willing to bet that few know with 
what agility and _  single-handedness 
old boy ’Gene can lie about a thing 
when he gets properly worked up. 

The other day, after be had put a 
lot of stuff on his chilblains, combed | 
the icicles out of his few remaining 
locks and spit on his hands a time or 
two, he grasped his trusty pen and 
proceeded to roast California, and in- 
cidentally to dodge the truth in a way 
that would make even Eli Perkins 
ashamed of himself.

Thermometers are a scarcity in Los Ange- 
les; you can buy sour oranges and enor- 
mous pears that taste like rutabaga tur- 
nips and apples that are three parts saw- 
dust to one part of tartaric’ acid—you can 
buy this kind of fruit, so-called, and buy 
it cheap, but it requires perseverance and 
ingenuity to discover, purchase and com- 
prehend a thermometer. The native trades- 
man will tell you that ‘we don’t keep 
thermometers,’ and then, with a suspi- 
cious Hight in his eyes, he will ask you 
what you want one for. Of course this 
leads to a discussion of the California cli- 
mate and the discussion inevitably becomes 
acrimonious.”’

“The writer has many pleasant memories 
of California. He recalls with special sat- 
isfaction the actual pleasure he experi- 
enced in going up and down the length 
and breadth of that State with a thermom- 
eter concealed in his overcoat pocket. 

“Then whenever anybody said to him, 
‘Isn’t this ideal weather? ‘Where else in all 
the world is there so glorious a climate?’ 
he produced the thermometer, and, ‘gazinz 
on it with lack-luster eye, he quoth:’ 
‘Tis 54 deg.; an hour *twas 52; an 
*twill be 49, amd so from 
hour to hour we freeze and thaw, ard 
then’ from hour to hour we thaw and 
freeze—and thereby hangs a tale!’ ”’

about freezing and thawing and thaw- 
ing and freezing, and it a curio from 
Chicago—it freezing to death when 
there is a drop of only 5 deg. in old 
Fahrenheit’s measuring outfit.

TOMBS OF ABRAHAMANDSARAH 


ONLY TWO PICTURES OF THE 
CAVE OF MACHPELAH. 


The Artist Penetrated the Interior at 
the Risk of His Life and Was 
in Peril of Stoning—Saved 
by the Firman. 


{From a Special Contributor.) 
About twenty miles south of Jerusalem 
a pretty valley, luxuriant in golden wheat 


| fields, extends north and south through 


the hill country of ancient Judea. Mas- 
sive trees, so rare in most parts of Pales- 
tine, are everywhere offering a grateful 
shade along the winding road at the bot- 
tom of the valleys. The hilltops are 
crowned with small watch-towers. Fig 
orchards and vineyards cover the sunny 
Reapers are bending over the 
ripened harvest just as we have so often 
seen them pictured. A quaint town of flat- 
roofed, stone houses lies at the foot of the 
eastern declivity of the mountain. In the 
outskirts on the oppesite side of the valley 
are numerous threshing places, where cat- 
tle are treading out the grain as in the 
days of remote antiquity. 

The valley which I have mentioned is 
that of ancient Eschol; the vineyards, 
the modern representatives of these pro- 
lific vines which bore clusters that were a 
burden for two stalwart men. The town 
is called El Kahleel by the present Arab 


private collection, sent an order to this 
Greek photographer at Jerusalem to ob- 
tain such views. The order was accom- 
panied by a firman bearing the seal and 
signature of the Sultan. The photographer, 
knowing, the sacredness of the shrine and 
the bitterness of Moslem fanatcism, espe- 
cially at Hebron, dreaded the execution of 
his commission, but the Sultan’s order 
must be filled. Armed with the firman, 
and rememberi that there was a com- 
pany of Turkish soldiers stationed at 
Jerusalem, he set out for Hebron. 

Ordinarily the advent of Europeans at 
Hebron. is a summons for the assemblage 
of crowds of impudent children, and in- 
solent and malicious adults. And what 
might be expected when a photographer 
marched up to the entrance of the Great 
Mosque!—When their temple was to be 
entered and defiled by a Christian dog!— 
Still worse when their “Holy of Holies” 
was to be invaded by a camera! The 
town was soon aflame with the news of 
the profanation of Machpelah. The ap- 
proaches were soon blocked with the in- 
sulted and half-frenzied Moslem. They 
gathered around the photographer and 
shouted their threatening protestations. 
Surrounded by guides and guards he 
showed his firman from the Sultan. The 
more intelligent read it and explained it 
to the ignorant; they could not believe 
that the Sultan would give such an order, 
and continued to threaten and jeer. 

The photographer feared stoning or 
some form of personal violence, but he 
finally got within the outer gate, when 
the keeper of the mosque excluded the 
more demonstrative element. Even with- 
in the outer walis he encountered oppo- 
sition at every turn, and permission under 
the authority of the firman was every- 
where sullenly granted. The camera was 
set hastily and al] was done under intense 
trepidation; he secured, howe/er, two 
negatives of the tombs of Abraham and 
Sarah and was glad to withdraw as 
quickly as possible, considering himself 
fortunate to escape without violence. The 
wife of the photographer stated to me 
that she had to nurse her husband several 
days in bed after the fiery ordeaf through. 
which he had passed at Hebron. 

This, I believe, was the first and only 
camera ever within the walls of the Great 
Mosque. Two years previous to this I 
visited the harem with my camera, but 
was only permitted to photograph the ex- 
terior and the grand stairway from a 
court adjacent. On this occasion I was 
accompanied by a native guide and 
Sheik Hamza, the Mayor of Hebron; but, 
notwithstanding the official dignity of my 
escort, I was subjected to considerable in- 
solence and annoyance. 

There is propably no place in Palestine | 
where fanaticism is more bitter and where 
travelers are subjected to greater Moslem

Just 3754 years ago Sarah, the wife of 
Abrahzm, died at Hebron. The “Friend 
of God’? hastened from Beersheba to give 
the body of his wife honorable interment. 
After appearing before a general assembly 
of the people and obtainimg their permis- 
sion to bury his wife in thelr country, 


ace. His choice of locality was a certain 
cave known then, a3 ever afterward, as 
the Cave of Maehpelah. The conveyance 
of this piece of property according to the 
custom of the country, was also made in 
the presence of the assembled populace. 
The cave, with the fleld embracing it, 
was bought from Ephron, the Hittite, for 
$250. 

It being the invariable custom in those 
days to excavate tombs from the solid 
rock, Abraham chose this natural tomb 
as a family burial place, and after the 
usual period of mourning, Sarah was laid 
away in the valut of Machpelah. Thirig- 
eight years later, Abraham died, and was 
buried in the same place. Isaac and Re- 
bekah, Leah and Jacob were also in- 
terred in this family sepulchre. 

Near the cemter of the town a large, but 
plain stone structure of quadrangular form, 
overtops the surrounding buildings and 
commands an extensive view of the val- 


ley. It is called the Great ‘Mosque or 

, and surrounds the 
Machpelah, the ‘tomb of A an 
Sarah. It is the chief object of interest 


to all travelers who visit Hebron. 

About the year 300-A. D. the devout 
St. Helena, mother of the Emperor Con- 
stantine, during her pilgrimage to Pales- 
tine, visited this sacred spot and after- 
ward erected thereon a magnificent church, 
but this Christian church was converted 


enshrines the dust of the patriarchs men- 
tioned. The church, or mosque proper, is 
surrounded by a massive wall fifty feet 
in height, inclosing a space 198 feet long 
and 112 feet wide. These walls are with- 
out windows and constructed of prodigious 
etones, varying from twelve to thirty- 
eight feet in kength. The entrances are 
et the northern and southern ends and 
are reached by a long flight of stone steps 
leading to doors that open to the court 
wi . A emall vestibule connects the 
outer entrance with the court of the 
Haram, which is paved with polished 


stones. 

In a dingy room off the inner portico 
are the chapels of Abraham and Sarah. 
Th rooms are dark and gloomy and 


are in red, embroidered in a similar man- 
wer. This costly drapery of the tombs is 
renewed from time to time. Bli Bey, who 
visited them in 1807, counted nine silken 
carpets on that of Abraham. 

Christians and Jews are excluded from 
the Great Mosque with all the hatred and 
rigor of Moslem fanaticism, and only the 
“faithful” are ever -permitted to enter 
the cave. For this reason it has always 
been very difficult to obtain reliable in- 
formation concerning these tombs. The 
Jews consider this cave the burial place 
of their ancestors, and entertain for it 
the deepest reverence; they are, however, 
only allowed to approach the exterior wall 
at a point where the real rock of the Cave 
of Machpelah is exposed. This they kiss 
and here they wail, as is their custom be- 
fore the temple walis at Jerusalem. 

The only Europeans who were ever 
permitted to enter the Haram inclosure 
were the Prince of Wales and suite, Mr. 
Ferguson, the Marquis of Bute, Eli Bey— 
a Spanish renegade, Giovanni Finatti, an 
Italian, and a Greek photographer, from 
whom I secured the photograph . which 
illustrates this sketch. 

He explained to me how it occurred that 
he obtained the rare privilege of enter- 
ing this sacred mosque, and how he was 
not only permitted to enter its holy pre- 
cincts, but was authorized to photograph 
the tombs of Abraham and Sarah. The

An Officer Who Ate Rattlesnake Stew 
Unbeknownst” to Himself—

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 26.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Some of the oldest vet- 
erans in Uncle Sam’s service have set- 
tled down in San Diego to enjoy their 
well-earned retirement after thirty 
years or more of. hard service on the 
frontier and elsewhere. Among these 
veterans is Maj. Miles Moylan, who 
gerved in the Seventh Cavalry from its 
organization until shortly before his 
retirement several years ago. A news- 
paper article on rattlesnake flesh re- 
cently brought to Maj. Moylan’s mind 
the recollection of Gen. George H. 
Custer’s liking for rattlesnakes. For 
years Maj. Moylan messed with Cus- 
ter in the field and frequently the gen- 
eral would have the dainty white flesh 
of a fat, juicy rattler served at the 
mess table. One day Col. Rodney 
Smith came to Custer’s camp to pay 
off the troops. Smith was very partic- 
ular about his food. So for breakfast 
Custer offered him what appeared to 
be a dish of very tempting-looking 
fish. It was white and sent out a 
most appetizing odor. Smith partook 
of the food heartily. He relished the 


force of Indians would certainly have 
wiped out Custer’s force had not the 


cited the depth of the affection of an 
Indian for the squaws. But Indians 
are not always so considerate of their 
women. At Wounded Knee the Sev- 
enth Cavalry was charged with shoot- 
lag down squaws. As a matter of 
fact Maj.- Moylan says that he saw 
bucks deliberately seize live squaws 
and use them as shields to protect 
their own miserable bodies from - the 
fire of the troops. The Imdians were 
facing a desperate situation. And 
when an Indian must decide between 
saving his own life or the life of his 
squaw he is usually ungallant enough 
to decide in favor of himself. 

It .will be nineteen years in June 
since Moylan, in charge of Troop 
“A” of Maj. Reno’s command, stood 
with a number of brother officers on a 
bluff overlooking the fateful Custer 
death valley from whence came sounds 
of heavy firing. They were discussing 
the situation of Custer and wondering 
why he failed to send orders to Reno. 
Maj. Moylan, who was then regarded 
as one of the ablest Indian fighters in 
the service, was watching the scene, 
below when suddenly he uttered em- 
phatically the first and perhaps the 
truest criticism of the ill-fated gen- 
eral’s action. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, “in my opin- 
ion Gen. Custer has made the biggest 
mistake of his life by not taking the 
whole regiment in at once in the first

Custer, it will be remembered, in 
his last fight had divided his regiment 
into three commands. Reno, Benteen 
and Custer led these commands. At 
the time Maj. Moylan was speaking 
to his brother officers the gallant Cus- 
ter was being cut to pieces. Thor. 
ough investigation exonerated Reno 
from blame for not joining Custer. 
The terrible . Sioux *pressed Reno 
closely and at one time had almost 
surrounded him. “Had we attempted

for breakfast?’ “No.” answered 
Smith, “but whatever it was it tasted 
mighty good.”

- Custer. Smith followed his host to a 


box containing several live rattle 
snakes. He looked into the box and 
turned away with his, hand on his 
stomach exclaiming, “Good God! have 
I been eating snakes?” The thought 
of it made the man ill. After that 
every viand offered him was regarded 
with suspicion until he left camp. 
Custer never ceased joking the colonel 
about that snake breakfast. , 
Maj. Moylan was with Custer when 
he compelled the Sioux Indians to sur- 
render two white women who had 
been in captivity for a year. The 
captives had fared roughly. When 
surrendered they were bareheaded. 
Two gunnysacks with holes for the 


-arms and heads of the wearers served 


as dresses, One of the women, who 


was a schoolteacher on the frontier | 


prior to her capture by the redskins, 
had come from a refined Eastern home 
only to fall into the hands of the red 
devils. Shortly after her surrender by 
the Indians she became a mother. It 
‘was wonderful that these women sur- 
vived the hardships of:their captivity. 
It is the custom of the Indians to pass 
white female captives from one war- 
rior to another in trade as they would 


trade a horse. Thus the condition of 


the white slaves becomes pitiful, for 
these Sioux are very cruel. Maj. Moy- 
lan remembers an agenev Indian who 
owned a pack of cards, 52 in number. 
These cards were made out of human 
white skin. The Indian valued them 
highly. He declined several offers 
from would-be purchasers. An enthu- 
siastic curio collector finally secured 
the cards for $150 in cash, probably 
the highest-priced pack of cards in the 
werld. 

Traders profit by the superstitious 
nature of the Indian. During the 
“ghost shirt’ and “ghost dance” 
craze which culminated the 
Wounded Knee affair in 1891, in which 
Maj. Moylan participated, the Sioux 
were eager for long white cotton 
shirts. A trader ordered a carload of 
these shirts from the East. They cost 
about 25 cents each. The trader sold 
them for $10 apiece. The Indians be 
lieved that these shirts were a sure 
protection against bullets or death in 
any form. They were soon unde- 
ceived. Another peculiarity of these 
redskins is their intense liking for 
candy. They eat all kinds of confec- 
tionery with avidity. During the win- 
ter season p.averpse agency trader 
sells 30,000 to ‘40, pounds of the 
poorest quality of candy to a few hun- 
dred Indians. Some of the bucks are 
acquiring the chewing-gum habit. 

The brutality of Indian squaws 1s 
amazing. When Custer captured 
Black Kettle’s village of Cheyennes, 
by an early morning surprise, killing 
103 out of 104 bucks, a squaw was 
seen fleeing from a tepee leading a 
6-year-old white child. The soldiers 
shouted and ordered her to halt. They 
fired above her to frighten the squaw. 
But in vain. The woman continued 
her mad flight. The soldiers gave 
chase. They were fast overtaking the 
vicious squaw. She stopped suddenly, 
shook her fist at the pursuers and 
drawing a large knife plunged it into 
the child’s stomach and ripped open 
the helpless victim before the eyes of 
the horrified men. The soldiers imme- 
diately shot the squaw to pieces. Yet 
these brutal squaws of the red men 
are seemingly held in high esteem by 
the warriors. After Custer had anni- 
hilated Black Kettle’s village his 
small command was soon surrounded 
by an overwhelming force of infuri- 
ated savages from a neighboring In- 
dian village. These savages were bent 
on avenging the death of Black Ket- 


tle’s men. The situation of the sol-. 


diers was precarious. Custer, know- 
ing the Indian mind thoroughly, re- 
sorted to strategy. He encircled his 
command with a line of captive 
aquaws, the troopers leading the 
women by rope halters. The hostile 
Indians, fearing that they might kill 
the squaws if they opened fire on the 
soldiers, refrained from attacking the 
nervy men. Under this cover the dar- 
ing general marched his men to a 
place of safety. The overwhelming 


lan, “I would not have had enough 
able-bodied men in my troop to care 
for the wounded.” 

In opening the fight Reno had ad- 
vanced on the Indian village under 
Custer’s order “to move forward at 
as rapid a gait as he thought prudent 
and charge the village afterward, and 
the whole outfit (Custer’s and Ben- 
teen’s men) would support him.” Reno 
moved at a trot. Custer moved to the 
right of Reno and became separated 
from him by a line of high bluffs. The 
Sioux developed great force, fired 
briskly and made a dash for Reno’s 
left flank and so badly scared - his 
Ree scouts that they fled, abandoning 
the field and hever stopping until 


wind. Reno 
“whole outfit” was not supporting 
him. The Indian fire became too hot

Donald McIntosh and Dr. de Wolf 
were killed.

God’s sake don’t abandon me!” Tak- 
ing hold of a comrade’s_ stirrup he 
was pulled across the stream and was 
soon afterward fatally shot. During 
this retreat Private Dalvern had a 
hand-to-hand encounter, with an In- 
dian; his horse was killed; he then 
shot the Indian and rode the say- 
age’s pony to the command. Thus far 
Reno had lost twenty-nine men. and 
scouts, with fourteen missing. Ben 
teen’s command with a pack train 
joined Reno on the bluff. Benteen 
brought Custer’s last message signed 
by Adjt. Cook. It was almost pa- 
thetic: “Benteen, come on; big vil- 
lage; be quick; bring packs. P. S. 
Bring packs.” 

Long after Benteen joined Reno 
firing was heard. Two distinct vol- 
leys were thought to be distress sig- 
nals. That night the Indians illumi- 
nated the country on a grand scale. 
The beleaguered troopets Reno on 
the bluff were not happy. They were 
without water. Thousands of blood- 
thirsty wretches surrounded them. 
About 9 p.m. the Indians ceased fir- 
ing. All hands set to work fortifying 
the position. Dead horses, mules, sad- 
dies and baggage were used for a

With the exception of Custer all the 
bodies were mutilated. It is said that 
a Sioux warrior, Rain-in-the-Faco, 
bragged of eating an officer’s heart 
and liver. There were 212 of Ous- 
ter’s men buried.
